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SILVER MEN ARE JOYFUL 


THE SENATE HAS PASSED A FREE- 
COINAGE BILL, 


SUCCESS OF THE MEASURE BY A VOTE 
or 29 To 25—MR. HILL MAKES 
HIS MAIDEN SPEECH—PROSPEOCTS OF 
THE BILL IN THE HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Joy reigns in the camp 
of the silver men. The Stewart Free-Coinage 
bill has passed the Senate. Twenty-nine votes 
+11 of them Republican and 2 Farmers’ Alli- 
ance—were recorded in favor of its passage. 
The sound-money men could only muster 25. 

One of the four votes which made up the ma 
jority was cast by Senator Hill. There was no 
Wodging on his part to-day. His schemes hav- 
JIng come to naught in Chicago, New-York’s 
yreat ex-reform Governor saw fit to appear be- 
fore the country in his true colors. He stood 
shoulder to shoulder with the silver cranks and 
made his first speech of the session in support 
of their position. 

The people who believed that the financial 
planks of both the great party platforms would 
operate as a curb on the free-coinage men have 
been shown their mistake. Studied disregard 
of both planks has been the distinguishing feat- 
ure of today’s performance. An amendment 
embodying the substance of the Democratic 


silver plank was contemptuously rejected by 
the majority. Senator Morgsn of Alabama, the 
Democrat who refuses to obey his party’s 
behests, worked hand in hand with Senator 
Stewart of Nevada, whose Republicanism has 
come to be seriously questioned of late. Senator 
Blackburn (Dem., Ky.,) took an active part in 
fighting the opponents of the bill. Senator Gor- 
man (Dem, Md.,) did his utmost to defeat tho 
bill. 

The expectation that there would be lively 
acenes in the Senate in connection with the at- 
tempt to pass the Silver bill served to crowd 
the chamber. Many Representatives left their 
duties in the House to witness the fight. The 
galleries were full before the struggle had gone 
far. 

Senator McPherson (Dem., N. J.,) started the 
music by withdrawing the request he made 
yeaterday for the privilege of addressing the 
Senate on the subject of the Silver bill. He also 
withdrew all his objections. expressed or im- 
plied, to the order of the Senate. 

Then Mr. Stewart came forward with a propo- 
sition to fix upon next Wednesday at 3 o’clock 
as the time for taking the vote. 

This started a general discussion. Mr. Gor- 
man insisted that the promoters of the bill 
ought to give those who opposed it an opportu- 
nity to be heard. He said that, while he had 
not objected to the agreement that had been 
reached, he thought that fair play demanded a 
postponement. Senator Vilas, for one, who was 

bsent, wished to be heard in opposition to the 
fneasute. He occupied pecullar relations to the 
question from a’party standpoint, and ought to 
have the chance to present his views. 

These remarks were made before 2 o'clock. 
At that hour Mr. Morgan came into the cham- 

rand inguired as to the status of the ques- 
ion. He said that before the session opened 
he personally called upon a number of Sen- 
ators to ascertain whether there was any good 
feason why there should be a postponement of 

‘he vote. He found Mr. McPherson willing to 
withdraw his objection. He had been told that 
Mr. Hill desired to speak on the subject. Mr. 
Hill told him that if the vote was postponed he 
would probably address the Senate, but that he 
did not wish to have it postponed on that ac- 
count. The gist of the Alabama Senator's re- 
marks was that there was no need for further 
felay.

Before 
the roll could be called, Senator Hill, who had 
jistened intently to the arguments, rose to his 
feet: 

“ Ie debate in order?” he asked. 

The Chairman informed him that it was not. 
Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.,) asked that unanimous 
consent be given the gentleman from New- 
York to state his position. There was no 
objection. 

avid thereupon delivered his maiden ad- 
dress tothe Senate. Here it is in full: 

“*I desire simply to speak a word in reference to 
this particular motion. am not quite prepared to 
agree that that motion is in order atthistime. That 
question is not, however, before the Senate, and it's 
unnecessary that I shall express an opinion upon it. 
It involves purely a question of parliamentary law. 

“It doos seem to me strange that, if the senate 
recognizes ite right to make an agreement of thie 
character, it has not the right to enforce it. 

“I rise simply to state that [ shall vote against 
the motion to recommit, not on pay parliamentary 
mg but simply on the ground that, in my judg- 

ent, the motion is a violation of the unanimous 
consent given a few days ago.” 

David was accorded close attention while he 
was giving his weak little excuse for training 
with the silver cranks. 

When he had finished, the roll call on Mr. 
Dolph’s motion proceeded. This was a test vote. 
and great interest was manifested. It resulted 
in the defeat of the motion.

Senator Vest, as soon as the result was an- 
nounced, moved to postpone the further con- 
sideration of the bill until the first Monday in 
December. At once Mr. Blackburn moved to 
table this motion. The tie vote which followed 
defeated the Blackburn proposition. There was 
also a tie vote, 28 to 28, onthe motion of Mr. 
Vest, and it was declared lost. 

Mr. Stewart now offered, as an amendment to 
the bill, his substitute providing for the free 
coinage of silver bullion under the terms of the 
‘act of 1878, excepting ftoreign-coined silver, 
and re ng the law of 1890. Mr. Morgan was 
at hia heels with an amendment to the amend- 
ment, providing that the Secretary of the Treas- 

shall proceed to have coined all the silver 

on in the Treasury purchased with silver or 
coin certificates. He withdrew this amendment 
for the time being. 

The anti-silver men now resorted to old-time 
tactics. Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.,)} moved that the 
Senate adjourn. There was @ roll call on this 
proposition. The silver men won. Mr, Vest, 
who took occasion to say that he was a free- 
coinage advocate, asked that the foreign coin 
provision in the Stewarts ubstitute be stricken 
out, and Mr, Stewart interposed no objection. 
It was cut out : 

A number of dilatory motions were rejected, 
and then Mr. as 4 (Rep., Wyoming,) offered an 
amendment which was, in effect, the Demo- 
cratic silver plank adopted at Chicago. It was 
tabled by a vote of 30 to 26. 

Mr. Stewart’s amendment was finally agreed 
to, and Mr. Morzan’s was renewed and accept- 

Then came the final vote on the amended 
bil. When the result was announced the silver 
men gave vent to their enthusiasm, and there 
was afaint ripple of applause in the galleries.

as some of his associates. He said to-night that, 
while it seemed likely the House would pass the 
bill, the streneth of the “ goid bugs” would be 
exerted to defeat it, and the struggle would be 
@ bitter one. 

“It remains to be seen what the cohesive 
power of the enemies of the people can accom- 
plish,” he added. 

Senator Stewart was asked if there was any 
truth in the current report that he was on the 
point of bolting from the Republican Party. 

“‘Thave nothing to say on that subject,” he 
said decisively. 

SOME PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

Representative Baker (F. A., Kan.,) is the 
author of a bill introduced in the House to-day 
proposing a reduction in the salaries of Govern- 
ment officials receiving more than $1,000 per 
year. The salary of the President is fixed at 
$25,000; Vice President, $5,000; Cabinet of- 
cers, $6,000; Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, $7,000; Associate Justices, $6,500; 
Speaker of the House, $5,000; Uniied States 
Senators and Representatives, $3,000. 

A bill providing for the establishment, pro- 
tection, and administration of our public forest 
reservations, introduced by Senator Paddock, 
(Rep., Neb.,) received favorable action to-day 
by the Committee on Agriculture and Forestry, 
and was reported to the Senate. 

The bill authorizes the President to have an 
examination made by districts of all public 
lands covered wholly-or partly with timber, 
whether of commercial value or not, and a com- 

lete list of the lands so surveyed is to be kept 

n the General Land Office. ‘The general object 
of the bill is-to set aside forest reservations for 
the purpose of securing favorable conditions of 
water flow and to supply the people in the 
vicinity of the districts with continuous sup- 
plies of timber. 

Senator Perkins, (Rep., Kan.,) by request, to- 
day introduced a bill directing the Secretary of 
the Interior to place on the pension rolls the 
names of all Union soldiers who served not less 
than ninety days in the war of the rebellion, 
and to grant them pensions at the rate of 1 cent 
per month for each day of service. To pay 
these pensions the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to issue not exceeding $150,000,000 
in full legal-tender greenbacks annually. 

NEW-YORK’S CUSTOM HOUSE. 

Representative Warner (Dem., N. Y.,) to-day 
reported to the House the bill, recently agreed 
upon by the Public Buildings Committee, fixing 
the cost of the site for the new Custom House 
in New-York at the sum awarded or to be 
awarded by the Appraising Commissioners, to- 
gether with the expenses of such proceedings, 
not to exceed inall $2,250,000. In the event 
that the awards and expenses shall in the ag- 
gregate exceed the amount now available for 
the purchase of the site, viz., $1,500,000, the 
excess not to exceed $750,000 is appropriated 
by the bill. 

Ina report accompanying the bill, the com- 
mittee says that, at the time when the condem- 
nation proceedings were instituted, it was be- 
lieved that the amount available ($1,500,000) 
was suflficientfor the purpose of paying the 
awards and meeting the expenses of the con- 
demnation proceedings. The report refers to 
the rapid inorease in the value of the property, 
and says that, irom the evidence, it seems 
probable that the total amount of awards and 
expenses will be somewhat above $2,200,000, 


TO STUDY FOREIGN CUSTOMS LAWS. 
Assistant Secretary Spaulding and John M. 
Comstock, Chief of the Customs Division, 
have been instructed to visit the larger ports 
and consulates of Europe with a view of obsery- 
ing and studying the customs laws abroad and 


noting particularly any forms of customs pro- 
cedure that may appear desirable of imitation 
or adoption in this country. 

They will also investigate the convioct-labor 
question and confer with consular officers in 
regard to the certification of invoices and in re- 
gard to the reguiations for the admission of 
articles for the World’s Columbian Exposition. 


SAMUEL LEAKE’S CHARGES, 
A sub-committee of the House Post Office 
Committee, to which was referred the charges 
made by Samuel Leake of Philadelphia against 


Postmaster General Wanamaker in regard to 
the pneumatic-tube service in Philadelphia, has 
reached the conclusion that the charges are not 
sufficient to justify an investization. A report 
to this effect will be made at the next meeting 
of the full committee. 


THE HOUSE WAS BUSY. 
The House to-day adopted the report of the 
conference committee on the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation bill. Then the day was devoted to 


labor propositions. A bill granting an annual 
leave of absence to the employes of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing was passed. The 
bill to enforce the provisions of the eight-hour 
law gave rise to considerable debate. It was 
finally passed. 





LOUISIANA LANDS FLOODED.

COUNTRY ALONG THE AMITE RIVER 
FLOODED AND CROPS RUINED. 


NEW-ORLEANS, La., July 1.—The officers of the 
steamer Alice report that the entire country 
along the Amite River, between Lake Maure- 
pas and Port Vincent, is under water; that in 
consequence of a freshet the river has risen 
seven feet, and the country from the mouth to 


Port Vincent, a distance of sixty miles, is under 
water from three to five feet deep. 

Business has been wholly supended, mills 
have been stopped. and many families are leay- 
ing their homes for the hills, Crops are almost 
wholly destroyed, but most of the cattle and 
borses were saved. 

The principle trouble comes from the Sarpy 
crevasse. he Belmont crevasse has also 
widened, so that a vast volume of water is now 
pouring over the country. 

The water at Sarpy hasrisen six inches, and 
unless the river soon falls it is more than likely 
that the Illinois Central will find that its open- 
ings are inadequate to oarry off the main portion 
of the flood. 

Quincy, Ill., July 1.—The flood situation here 
continues to grow worse. A small army of 
men js working on the Indian Grave levee try- 
ing to save thousandsof acres of nearly —e 
wheat which it protects. At several pointa the 
levee shows signs of giving way. Live stock 
has been driven out of reach of the flood and 
the people have left their homes for the bluffs. 

The Diamond Jo Warehouse at Canton, a big 
wooden structure, was washed off its founda- 
tions and fioated down the river. There was a 
large quantity of freight in the building.

THE MONETAKY CONFERENCE. 


MEN SUGGESTED AS OUR CONFERREES— 
THE SUBJECT ABROAD. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—it is understood that 
the proposed International Monetary Confer- 
ence was one of the subjects considered at to- 
day’s Cabinet meeting and that the President 
has practically decided to select three Republic- 
ans and two Democrats as the conferrees on the 
part of the United States. 

According to the same authority, Senators Al- 
lison and Jones of Nevada and Mr. H. W. Can- 
non will be selected to represent the Republican 
Party, and Senator Carlisle and Mr. F. A. Walker 
of Massachusetts the Democratic Party, with 
the possibility that Senator Daniel or Judge 
Lambert Tree may be chosen in place of Senator 
Carlisle. Senators Jones aud Daniel are recog- 
nized champions of the free coinage of silver, 
while all the others named are regarded as ad- 
vocates of a bi-metallic standard of values. 

Lonpon, July 1.—Mr. Griffen, who is now the 
leading mono-metallist, publishes the case 
against bi-metallism,wherein he denounces “ the 
American silver bbuble,” and revives his predic- 
tions of monetary troubles in the United States. 

It is reported that Mr. Barbour of the India 
Councils favors ascheme for issuing rupees at 
a fixed gold rate, the plan involving the arrang- 
ing with America and other silver powers of a 
fixed ratio between silver and gold. 


Felled With a Piece of Lead Pipe. 

Nyack, N. Y., July 1.—Edward Butler, a 
prominent contractor and builder of Congers, 
Rockland County, lies in a critical condition to- 
day from the effect of a blow received by him 
on the head last evening. He went to the 
plumbing establishment of J. Conrady and 
asked Thomas Wolffe, Jr.,a young man in at- 
tendance there, for the use ef some implement 
in the place. Young Wolffe deslined to give him 
the article he asked for and Mr. Butler, itis 
alleged, attacked him. The young man picked 
up a heavy piece of lead pipe aud struck Mr. 
Butler a blow on the head, felling him to the 
floor. 

It was thought that the man was dead anda 

bysician and the Coroner were summoned. 
Woitte went to Justice Reimer, told what he had 
done, and gave himself up. Ho was committed 
to the county jail, but was later in the night 
bailed out 

Mr. Butler is still alive, but his condition is 
oritical.

EIGHTY THOUSAND MEN OUT 
THE BIG STRIKE AMONG THE 
IBONWORKERS IN FORCE. 


THE TARIFF IS 
NOT A FACTOR IN THE DIFFI- 
CULTY—REPUBLICAN CHIEFS, HOW- 
EVER, ADVISE SPEEDY SETTLEMENT. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., July 1.—Eighty cn, 
jironworkers and their dependents threw down 
their tools early this morning when the last 
“heats” were drawn. When they will take 
them up again, and on what terms, Is a question 
which time alone can solve. 

There are over 100,000 iron and steel workers 
west of the Alleghany Mountains. One-fifth of 
thisnumber are employed in the sheetiron, 
tinned plate, and tube mills. The owners of 
these withdrew their proposition for a reduc- 
tion in wages, and work in their mills has gone 
on. Perhaps 70,000 more men are employed in 
other mills throughout the country, where own- 
ers as individuals made terme with their work- 
men. 

The manufacturers demand a reduction of 
from 20 to 40 per cent. in wages; the workmen 
insist on acontinuance of the wages that have 
ruled for the past twelve months, 

Some hopes of an early settlement were en- 
tertained to-day, the Pittsburg manufacturers 
having asked tor a conference with the work- 
men, but these disappeared when, after a 
few hours’ talk, it was announced that nothing 
had been accomplished. 

Another conference will be held next Wednes- 
day. If neither side yields at the meeting a long 
and hard struggle may be expected. The work- 
men are hopeful that they will gain their point 
before long. 

The several manufacturers who have with- 
drawn the demand fora reduction are situated 
in all parts of the West, and the produots of 
their mills inelude every grade of iron. The 
workmen argue that if these manufacturers can 
afford to pay the wages that have ruled during 
the past twelve months there is no reason fora 
reduction in other -mills. 

They were strengthened in this view to-day 
by the fact that several additional firms made 
terms with their workmen, one in Kentucky, 
one in Ohio, and another in Pittsburg. The 


Pittsburg concern was the Carnegie Twenty- 
ninth Street mill. This signature was expected 
when the scale was signed at the Carnegie 
Thirty-third &treet mill last night. It has no 
bearing on the fight at Homestead, but it helps 
the workmen in that experience has taught 
them that the manufacturers will not hold to- 
gether after a certain proportion make terms 
with their workmen. 

Itis evident that there is no “bluffing” at 
Homestead. The fight there is to be tothe 
death between the Carnegie Steel Company, 
limited, with its $25,000,000 capital, and the 
workmen, 

The Carnegie Steel Company gave formal 
notice to-day, through its Secretary, that the 
Homestead Mill is to be operated as a non-union 
plantand that no expense is to be spared to 
gain this point. 

The Secretary said: “The mills at Homestead 
have been closed for repairs, and will remain 
closed for two or three weeks. Aboutthe 15th 
or 20th of July it will be published and posted 
that any of our old employes may return to 
work and must make appilcation by a certain 
day as individuals. All who do not apply by 
the time stipulated will be considered not to de- 
sire to work, and their places will be filled by 
new men. 

“fJtisinthe work of giving new men the 
places of the old employes that will cause the 
real conflict. The atrikers will oifer no violence 
so long asthe mills stand idle, but when new 
employes are brought to the milla the old men 
will seek to persuade their successors to leave, 
and, failing in this, will attempt to dislodge 
them. 

“It will be easy to get new men into the 
tills, for one of the Vanderbilt lines passes di- 
reotly through the property, and the men may 
easily be set down there. 

“Only 280 of the 3,800 men employed in the 
Homestead Milis are affected by the new scales. 
The wages of only that number are changed, 
and the remainder are to receive the same 
Wages as at present. Butso strong is the loy- 
alty of the men to their organization that 
nearly all of the employes have decided to fight 
for the 280. 

“We made the scale to suit trade and 
mechanical conditions, and gave no thought to 
the political cause or effect nor to the tariff, and 
hereafter we will have nothing to do with trade 
organizations.” 

In addition to this the Carnegies put forth a 
statement in justification of its position. In 
this it is claimed that the reduction offered is 
due to trade conditions, and that with the im- 
proved facilities that have been supplied to the 
workmen they wiil be able to muke as much 
money as under the old scale. 

It is conceded that the proposed change in the 
time of the expiration of the scale from July 30 
to Dec. 31 is not sv favorable to the workmen, 
because they cannot fight so hard for what they 
consider their rightsin Winter asin Summer; 
but it is argued that it is important te know 
what the cost of production wiil be before con- 
tracts are made, and that for this reason the 
change is made. 

The statement of the Secretary has added to 
the bitterness at Homestexd. That of the tirm 
is regarded asa skillful juggling with figures. 
The workmen are convinced that an acceptance 
of the Carnegie scale means a reduction in 
wages of from 20 to 60 per cent. as well as the 
abolishment of their orgavization, and they are 
prepared to fight to the end. 

There was no disturbance at Homestead to- 
day, save a dispute between the manager for 
the Carnegie Steel Company, Mr. Potter, and a 
workman. It ended by Mr. Potter kicking the 
workman and running for his life. 

The workmen have the mill and the whole 
town in a state of siege. Committees have 
been appointed to patrol the river stations and 
all entrances to the town. Night and day their 
beats will be patrolled and official reports sent 
to the Advisory Committee. 

The tirst reports from those in command of 
the different points were received this evening, 
and it was shown that not one outside working- 
man attempted to enter. A large number of 
skiffs have been secured to patrol the rivers on 
either side of Homestead, and the steamer Edna 
is at the command of the men. 

The Chairman of the Strike Committee said 
to-night: ‘We now have our organization per- 
fect. We will be in touch with every eity and 
hamletin the United States, and will be enabled 
to hear the moment a train of men for the mill 
leaves other cities. The Advisory Committee 
has visited all the saloons and requested that 
the sale of liquor be restricted and that mobs 
be not allowed to gather. 

“The saloon keepers have complied with our 
request, and ifcalled upon to do so will close 
their places. One of the first acts done by our 
committee was the cutting down of all the 
etiigies which for several days have graced 
the telegraph poles.”’ 

The only counter-move thus far made by the 
Carnegies has been to increase the force of 
watohmen inthe mills. It is reported to-night 
that an attempt will be made before morning to 
land 300 mechanics in the mill by the river en- 
trance in order to make necessary repairs. The 
strikers, to prevent this, have the river bank 
lined with 600 men, and any attempt of the 
mechanics to land will provoke an ugly fight. 

While the Carnegies and other manufacturers 
insist that their demand for reduced wages has 
nothing to do with the tariff, the whole matter 
has become the liveliest kind of a political ques- 
tion in this locality. 

“The Leader, a Republican paper, said editor- 
jally this afternoon concerning the Carnegie 
statement, which is believed to have been pro- 
posed by H. C, Frick, President of the Carnegie 
Company, and edited by Joseph D. Weeks: 

“The Manufacturer is out to-day, and contains 
Mr. Frick’s editorial, presumably astrained 
through the mathematical filter which Editor 
Weeks keeps on hand for such emergencies. 

“The Frick-Weeks editorial is elaborate. It 
begins with ‘unmeasured regret,’ and winds up 
with ‘justified in asking a reduction.’ Between 
the Weeks exordium and Frick peroration are 
inserted extensive tables of figures tending to 
exhibit the justification for a reduction. Siiting 
out the wheat from the chaff, the argument con- 
veyed is found to be this: 

“Improved machinery has made the output 
greater in proportion to the number of men em- 
ployed. he earnings of the men have in- 
creased accordingly. Hence, the men being 
entitled to no share of the increased profits, 
despite the Republican doctrine of mutuality 
— vapital and Jabor, wages must be re- 

u 


ced. 

“The fact that throughout the entire Frick- 
Weeks’ article the fruit of increased producing 
power is treated negatively or as a species of 
unknown cuantity without any bearing on 
wages suggests willful insincerity and evasion. 

** Editor Weeks, who, by the way,is at pres- 
ent seeking an appointment as wage statistician 
for the United States Government, is to be con- 
gratulated on the present exhibition of his fit- 
ness. The man wlio can so juggle with figures 
as to make It appeas that the greater the prod- 
uct of an establishment the less are the earn- 
ings is entitled to a medal made of the very 
best brand of leather in recognition of his mar- 
velous skill as a statistician.” 

It was quietly hinted to-day that manufactur- 
ers in this city have within the last twenty-four 
hours received telegrams trom leading Repub-

licans at Washington asking that for the success 
of the party this Fall the wage question be set- 
tled as soon as possible, 

The import of the telegrams was to the effect 
that the trouble over the wage question might 
= the Republican Party the Electoral vote of 
Obilo. 

This is believed to have led the manufaoct- 
tirers to ask for to-day’s conference, and it is 
reasonably certain that its failure is a source of 
great disappointment in high quarters. 

On and after to-day the iron and steel works 
formerly conducted under the firm name of 
Carnegie Brothers & Co., Limited; Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co., Limited; Allechenmy Besse- 
mer Steel Company, and the Keystone 
Bridge Company at the Edgar Thom- 
60n Furnaces; the Edgar Thomson Steel 
Works, Duquesne Steel Works, Homestead 
Steel Works, Luoy Furnaces, Keystone Bridge 
Works, Upper Union Mills, Lower Union Mills, 
Beaver Falls Mills, Sciota (re Mines, Larimer 
Coke Works, and Youghiogheny Coke Works 
will be carried on by the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany, Limited. 

None of the details of the transaction in form- 
ing the combination will be made public by the 
firm at present, and they will wait until the 
troubles at their works are settled before filing 
the papers of record, 

The capital will be $25,000.000. The compa- 
ny will have in its employ upward of 40,000 
men.

work last evening because of the refusal of their 
employers to sign the scale of wages that has 
been in force for severai years. The firms 
affected are Hughes & Patterson and Caulbert, 
MoFadden & Caskey. 

A meeting of the Amalgamated Association 
has been called for to-morrow morning, when, 
it is believed, the men wili agree upon some 
proposition. Both men and employers deny 
that any strike exists. The difference is re- 
garded rather in the light of an unsettled 
business transaction. 





GRESHAM WiLL NOT STAND. 


—-->—__—- 
HE SAYS HIS NAME WILL NOT BE PRE- 
SENTED TO THE OMAHA CONVENTION. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 1.—The delegates to the 
People’s Party National Convention are arriv- 
ing in the city inlarge numbers and the indica- 
tions are that every State in the Union wiil be 
represented by a full delegation. Among the 
arrivals early this morning was Gen. James B. 
Weaver of Iowa, who, next to Judge Gresham, 
is probably the man most prominently men- 
tioned for the Presidency. 

The National Executive Committee held a 
meeting this afternoon to complete the prelim- 
inary arrangements for the convention. The 
allotment of tickets of admission was devided 
upon, and the committee also prepared its re- 
port of the work of the past year and the prog- 
ress made in the promulgation of the principles 
of industrial reform. This report was submit- 
ted to the convention by Chairman Taubeneck 


at the proper time. The Central Committee has 
decided that the Hon. C. H. Ellington of Georgia 
will be nominated by the committee as tempo- 
rary Chairman of the convention, in deference 
to the general desire that the honor should go 
to the Southern States. 

The anxiety over the position of Judge Greah- 
am in connection with the nomination for the 
residency had become so intensified that 
the National Executive Committee agreed 
informally that one of its members should 
telegraph him, stating that there is a gen- 
eral desire to pominate him for the Presidency 
and asking him if he will accept the nomination 
and make the fighton the People’s-Party plat- 
form if the nomination be tendered him. 

The following telegram was sent to Judge 
Gresham: . 

“Will you stand asthe candidateof the Omaha 
—- fur the Presidency on the St. Louis plat- 
orm!” 

To this telegram Judge Gresham to-night re- 
plied: 

“TI stand by my interview of afew days ago on 
this subject. My name will not be presented to the 
Omaha Convention.” 

‘The following card was prepared this morn- 
ing by acommittee composed of Lester C. Hub- 
bard, Eugene Smith, A. RK. Francis, Ambrose N. 
Smith, Charles W. Kussell, KB. M. Fulwiler, 
Audrew Ashton, and Alfred Clarke: 

“We, the undersigned members of the People’s 
Party of America, called upon J uage Walter Q.Gresh- 
am, at his residence, 2,602 Prairie Avenue, Chicago, 
on the nightofJune 22. This pleasant conference 
lasted over one hour, and durimg that time various 
amidresses Were made by Various members of the Peo- 
pie’s Party, in which every speaker declared his de. 
sire that Judge Gresham should bo the People’s 
Party nominee for President. Lo these expressions 
Judge Gresham made uo dissent, while he did not 
and could not, as aseif-respecting man, accept the 
nomination which this committee had no authority 
to offer, he did not, as be conld most properly have 
done, say, ‘I will notaccept the People’s Party nomi- 
nation at Omaha.’ 

“Judge Grestamis a distinguished statesman, 
distinguished for his high sense of houer. Ifit was 
outoft the question for him to accept the People’s 
Party pomination for a President he is precisely the 
grand, true manto have told that committee so in 
clear, Unmistakable language. He would not have 
allowed them to leave his presence in any doubt or 
delusion on that question. But what were the cir- 
cumatances of the case! Judge Gresham, in along 
and frank conversation, declared himself heartily 
in Sympathy with all the essential principles 
of the People’s Party. He did not retuse 
to be its Presidential nomineo, but aliowed the 
committee to go away, believing that he would ac- 
cept if the honor were tendered him by the conven- 
tion. Would an honorable man have done this if he 
did not mean to acceptthe nomination! He would 
not, and Judge Gresham is known to the entire land 
as the soul of honor, consequentiy he will accept the 
nomination of the People’s Party if honorably offered 
him.

VICTIMS OF MEXICAN RAIDERS. 
re 
TEXAS RANCOMEN EXCITED OVER THE 
ACTS OF THE MURDEROUS BANDITS. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, July 1.—The portion of 
Texas known as ‘‘The Bloody Peninsula” isina 
very troubled condition. It was quieted afew 
months ago by a heavy detachment of United 
States cavalry, but cattle stealing and murder 
have broken out afresh. “* The Peninsula” is in 
the lower part of Presidio County angi lies along 
the Rio Grande a distance of sixty miles. 

Just acrossthe shallow stream is the most 
turbulent section of the Mexican Republic, a 


mountainous country of narrow trails and deep 
gorges, infested by the worst type of des- 
peradoes. It has been the custom of these 
people to raid the Texas side when- 
ever they needed wmwoney or meat. Tho 
utter lack of protection afforded has been 
frequently called to the attention of the War 
Department by Brigadier General Stanley and 
others. Within a year past the Mexicans have 
killed on Texas soil tergt. Fusselman of the 
Rangers, two boys named respectively Simpson 
and Nations, W. Landrum, a stockman, William 
Graves, a private of the Rangers, and Deputy 
Sheriff Tartrana, besides numerous cowboys 
and shepberds, 

In dition they have mortally wounded 
Deputy United States Marshal Lee, who cannot 
survive the wounds inflicted a few days ago. 
Last Tuesday three Texas rangers who were 
scouting along the Texas side of the River 
captured a robber named Desidario Duran. 
They rode a few miles with the prisoner and 
camped opporite a notorious setticment on the 
other side called San Antonio. They were at- 
tacked by four heavily-armed Mexicans, led by 
the noted Florencio Carrasco. In the fight Car- 
rasco was shot through the heart and his com- 
panione fled. 

A ranchman of Texas named James Windham, 
whose brother was then on the Mexican aide, 
crossed over to notify him before the news of 
the killing would spread. He was arrested by 
the Mexicans, and he and his brother 
were placed inp a dungeon at Presidio del 
Norte, where they are now confined, al- 
though there is no charge against 
them and although the Mexican Government 
had placed a price on the head of Florencio 
Carrasco. 

Secretary of State Foster will be applied to 
immediately. Florencio Carrasco, who was 
killed on Tuesday, is one of a trio of desperate 
brothers. Matildo Carrasco was killed six 
months ago by “ Diamond Dick,” and it was the 
third brother, Antonio Carrasco, who killed 
Deputy Sheriff Tartrana. Antonio isthe only 
one of the trio left alive. 

The ranchmen of “ the bloody peninsula”’ are 
organizing, and unless the American State De- 
) wean cy takes prompt action they will en- 

eavor to capture the jailat Presidio del Norte 
and rescue James Windham and his brother.

CITY OF CHICAGO ASHORE 


STRANDED ON THE SOUTHERN 
COAST OF IRELAND. 


SHE RUNS INTO THE CLIFFS NEAR KIN- 
SALE IN A DENSE FOG—LANDING 
PASSENGERS AND MAILS—THE FORE 
COMPARTMENT FULL OF WATER. 


Lonpon, July 1.—The Inman Line steamer 
City of Chicago, Capt. Redford, which left New- 
York June 22 for Liverpool and was signaled 
off Brow Head at 4:45 o'clock this afternoon, is 
ashore on the Irish coast two miles west of 
Kinsale. 

The steamer went ashore during a dense fox, 
running her stem into the oliff. The sea was 
Smooth and the wind was moderate from the 
south-southwest. 

The place was about half a mile inside the 
West Head of Kinsale. 1t is supposed to be at 
& point called Barrel Rocks. 

As soon as the vessel struck the lifeboats 
were launched and the work was immediately 
begun of landing the passengers and mails 
from the stranded steamer. 

The City of Chicago isin a bad position, and 
from all that can be learned at present it is be- 
lieved that it will be a diffioult task to get her 
afioat. 

The fore compartment of the steamer is full of 
water, evidently the result of her bottom com- 
ing in contact with the jagged rocks at the place 
where she struck. 

The fog is still dense, and the vessels which 
are to be dispatched to the assistance of the 
City of Chicago will have to proceed very slowly 
and cautiously. 

The weather is so thick that the tugs havo 
not yet succeeded in olearing the harbor and 
will experience considerable diifioulty in reach- 
ing the disabled liner. 

The agent of the Cunard Line is making ar- 
rangements for sending the tender Jackal to 
the scene as soon as possible. The powerful 
Liverpool tug Stormcook will also go to the 
scene of the accident and will render whatever 
assistance is necessary. 


The steamship City of Chicago belongs to the 
lIpman and International Steamship Company. 
She is an iron single-screw steamship of 5,202 
tons gross register. She was launched from 


the Glasgow yards of C. Connell & Co. in 1883. 
She measures 430 fect in length and has 45 
feet beam. 

Tho vessel is fitted with eight transverse bulk- 
heads, which the builders declared to be water- 
tight. Sheis propelled by compound engines, 
whose indicated horse power is 900. About a 
year and a half ago the vessel received a thor- 
ough overhauling. 

Kinsale, near which the liner is reported to 
have gone ashore, is a seaport town of Ireland. 
situated on an estuary of the Rondon River, and 
thirteen miles distant by rail from Cork. The 
harbor is excellent, but the coast line is dotted 
with many dangerous reefs. Fos are frequent 
in that locality. and the officers of the vessel 
doubtless lost their bearings while feeling their 
way throuch a thick fog. 

The City of Chicago sailed from this port June 
22 under command of Capt. Arthur Redford, 
one of the most experienced officers of the line. 
Among her saloon passengers were the Peace 
Com inissioners appointed by the Irish National 
League for the purpose of bringing about a rec- 
onciliation between the warring factions in 
Ireland. The Commissioners are M. D. Gal- 
lagher of New-York, O’Neill Ryan of St. Louis, 
and George Sweeney of Cincinnati. 

Other saloon passengers of the vessel were 
Col. C. M. Wilson, the Kev. H. G. Cameron, the 
Kev. Charles M. Griffin, Dr. C. F. Dowd, Mra, 
Dowd and Miss N. O. Dowd, the Rev. John F. 
Lally, Major E. A. Monteith, Dr. Frank MoDon- 
ald, the Rey. T. P. Pradden, the Rey. Theodore 
S. Rumney, Mre. Rumney and Miss M. E. Rum- 
ney, H. I. Sheldon, Mrs. E. H. Marsh and Miss 
H. C. Marsh, B. H. Richardson, Kk. H. Rycroft, 
Kerr Bell, Thomas Dwyer, and M. H. Davis. 

Altogether there were about 130 cabin passen- 
gers, and the ship carried a crew of about 200 
men. 





THE NOURMAHAL IN 


STRUCK BY AN UNKNOWN STEAMER IN 
THE SOUND—NOBODY HURT. 


NeEw-Lonpon, Conn., July 1.—The steam 
yacht Nourmahal, which came here last night, 
reported that she was run into by anunknown 
steamer while on her way to this port from 
New-York, 

The Nourmahal left New-York before dark, 
and after dark was running along at her usual 


rate of speed when a steamer loomed up on her 
starboard bow. The night was thick and the 
lights were not distinguishable. 

The Nourmahal sheered off, but was struck on 
the starboard quarter. The steamer struck the 
yacht with enough force to smash in the Nour- 
mahal’s rail, dent her hull, aud scrape off a good 
deal of her paint. 

The ig ~~ listed to port and her dynamo 
stopped, leaving the whole ship in darkness.

BAD TREASURY SHOWING. 


——~.—_——- 
RECEIPTS DIMINISHING AND PENSION 
EXPENDITURES MOUNTING UP. 


WAS8HINGTON, July 1.—The United States 
Government expended in the year ending June 
30 more than seven millions more than the 
Secretary of the Treasury estimated would be 
expended, and it expended $345,115,948.84, or 
$8,809,515.41 less than it received. 

The receipts from customs, estimated in De- 
cember, 1891, to be $185,000,000, were $177,- 
883,034.01, or about seven millions less than 


estimated, and $41,639,171.22 less than during 
the previous year. 

While the customs receipts fell off nearly 
$42,000,000, the pension expenditures increased 
alittle more than $10,000,000, reaching the 
enormous figures of $134,583,044, and the worst 
is not yet, as there is a promise that, in spite of 
diminishing income, the old soldiers of the 
country will make demands through the dili- 
gent pension agents that will run the pension 
expenses up to at least $200,000,000 a year. 
That will be about one-third of the entire cost 
of rnnning the Government. 

All the sources of revenue, except that of the 
internal revenue, have been making diminish- 
ing reports, and in nearly all branches of the 
Government, except in the Pension Office, the 
expenditures have been reduced. The pension 
expenditures were estimated to be $125,000,000, 
and they exceeded that amount by more than 
$8,000,000. 

Deducting the subsidiary coin and the dis- 
bursing officers’ balances from the available 
cash in the Treasury, and assuming that Secre- 
tary Foster has $100,000,000 gold reserve to 
make out his balance, as he says he has, but 
probably has not, the Treasury ia short at the 
close of the year nearly $1,000,000 by the re- 
port made to-day. Mr. Foster has justitied the 
impression that he has encroached upon the 
gold reserve, but thinks it is all right, as it is—if 
no one gets a different impression. 
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TEACHERS EXCHANGE 
EDUCATIONAL TOPICS DISCUSSED AT 
ASBURY PARK. 


ASBURY ParRK, N. J., July 1.—Thoe second 
day’s session of the State Teachers’ Association 
convened in Educational Hall this morning. 
Two hundred teachers were present. 

Charles De Garnio, Ph. D., opened the meeting 
with a discussion on “The Rational Course of 
Study for Primary and Grammar Schools.” He 
considered. that the text books of to-day were 
very incomplete and were apt to mislead the 
minds of the scholars. A breezy discussion fol- 
lowed the paper, participated in by S. A. Far- 
landand Henry 8. Anderson of Newark, John 
Terhune of Hackensack, Prof. James M. Green 
of the State Norma) School, and H. H. Hutton, 
City Superintendent of Schools in Passaic. 

It was the general opinion that in the studies 
of arithmetic, spelling, and penmanship a vast 
amount of useful time was wasted, practice 
being more requisite than careful study. 

Prof. J. M. Green, Chairman of the Committee 
on Educational Progress, made an interesting 
report. He showed that the high schools of 
New-Jerrey were far behind those of other 
States. He spoke against the present district 
school system, and recommended that it be 
abandoned and make place for the township 
syatein. 

County Superintendent Lockwood of Mon- 
mouth County and Augustus Dix of Elizabeth 
coinvided with Prof. Green. 

There was no afternoon session. At the busi- 
ness meeting to-night it was resolved not to 
holdan annual meeting next year because of 
the World’s Fair. 

*“ Education in Its Relations to the Social and 
Economic Conditions” was aninteresting paper 
read by James McAllister, President of Drexel 
Institute.

MANAGER DISAPPEARS,

AND TAKES WITH HIM PROBABLY TEN 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Troy, N. Y., July 1.—A New-York attaché of 
the firm of A. J. Bache & Co., bankers and 
brokers at 47 Exchange Place, New-York City, 
to-day took charge of the company’s branch in 
this city. Thenitleaked out that William A. 
Griswold, the local manager, had disappeared 
and was said to be a defaulter for an amount 


variously estimated at from $5,000 to $10,000. 
It is supposed that he has gone to Canada. 

Griswold came to Troy about eighteen months 
ago from the Weatto till the position of operator 
for the Associated Press in the Troy imes 
office. Ho was a genial, gentlemanly fellow 
and gained the confidence of everybody, as he 
was industrious and apparently of good habits. 
When he expressed a desire to become the 
agent of Bache & Co., who had announced their 
intention of starting a branch here, he did not 
lack backing and obtained the position. He 
obtained a good deal of business, and the an- 
nouncement of his disappearance occasioned 
general surprise and evoked many expressions 
ofsympathy. ‘On the wrong side of the mar- 
ket’’ was the remark of many. 

Itis said that Griswold put in his pocket 
margins that he should have banked at the 
Manufacturers’ Bank to the-credit of Bache «& 
Co.,and that he had done so was discovered 
by a visit of a Troy customer who called at the 
New-York office to draw against funds which he 
supposed ho had there.

DOUBLE HONORS FOR YALE 


THE BLUE WAVES HIGH ABOVE 
THE CRIMSON, 


HARVARD ONLY IN THE LEAD A MOMENT 
IN THE UNIVERSITY BOAT RACE AND 
BEATEN BY EIGHTEEN LENGTHS— 

THE FRESHMEN CONTESTS. 


NEwW-LONDON, July 1.—The news of a great 
victory is being flashed over the wires to-night 
to ail parts of the country. Yale is happy; 
while her old rival, Harvard, is undergoing the 
grinding torments of defeat, to which she haa 
become accustomed after the boat races of the 
last six years. Only once since 1885 has Har- 
vard’s ’Varsity crew won against Yale. That 
Was last year. Yale won to-day almost from 
the start, Only once was Harvard’s shell in 
advance. That was right after the start. Then 
Yale struck her gait and won by eighteen 
lengths. The time was: Yale, 20:48; Harvard, 
21:421. Yale gained in every half mile, ex- 
cept one, from 1 to 18 seconds. In the half 
mile from three to three and one-halfmiles Yale 
lost 11 seconds. The Harvard crew made 
& game fight of it, rowing as fast as it could, 
but it had not been rowing together long 
enough to acquire the speed of which it is 
capable, and enough to keep even with Yale. 
The ’Varsity race was not all that brought pew 
glory to the blue. Hor freshmen defeated the 
Harvard and Columbia freshmen also. So Yale's 
suberb rowing science was pretty well astab- 
lished in the minds of the thousands who wit- 
nessed the contest, and “‘Bob” Cook comes out 


miles on-top. The results show that Mr. Cook 
was not confident without good reason, and re- 
vealed what he can do when he has his Way. 
He coached both crews, and the Cook stamp 
Was as plain on them as could be. 

When the morning opened the signs were any- 
thing bat favorablefora boatrace. A cold rain 
was coming down, and a strong wind was blow- 
ing down the course. The wind let up some for 
the freshmen, altbough it was still too strong 
to be favorable, and then about 3 this after- 
noon it began to clear. When the ’Varsity race 
was rowed there was just a slight breeze down 
the river, and the water was smooth. 

The town filled to overflowing in the course of 
the day. Trainload after trainload of spectators 
came in, Yale colors predominating. Specials 
from New-York and Boston unloaded crowds of 
enthusiastic people, who mingled with those al- 
ready here, and by 4 o’clock one had to elbow 
his way down the main street through the 
bunches of people that reached from the Crock- 
er House to the wharves, where the big steam- 
ers were soreeching out their call to the people 
to come aboard. There were five big steamers 
besides the press boat. They were the 
City of Worcester, Block Island, Mar- 
garet, Elm City, and Sunshine. By 4:30 
their decks swarmed with eager colieze 
men and ladies, who scrambled everywhere 
for a good place to see the race. The more en- 
terprising got on top of the pilot houses, while 
the upper decks were black with passengers. 
College yells proclaimed the sympathies of the 
knots of students, but they did not need to sing 
out to make these known. Crimson ribbons, 
flags, streamers, and dresses told whersa to look 
for a Harvard oheer when one was wanted, and 
the tierce waving of the blue showed loyalty to 
the Yale men’s crew. 

The observation train of forty cars and two 
engines, one at citherend, waited at the sta- 
tion near by. Seats were builtin tiera on each 
car, and were covered by an awning. Inte these 
cars crazy college boys and the pretty girls 
they had brought with them scrambled as fast 
as they could tind places, until the last man 
was aboard and only afew minutes were lett 
before the race would begin. ‘Shen the train 
moved off to the starting point, four miles up 
the river. The steamers meanwhile had gone 
up stream. The great drawbridge on which 
New-London prides herself, because it is the 
longestin the world and rests on piles which 
were sawed off, it would seem from some state- 
ments, miles below the water, swung open ma- 
jestically and revealed as pretty a sight as one 
of a nautical turn, or without one, cares to sec. 

In two long lines, reaching half a mile up the 
river, aud all gay in rainbow dress, were nearly 
a hundred boats. They ranged from catboatsa 
and launches up to the old ocean racer Daunt- 
less and Dew ocean cruiser Sultana, which were 
opposite each other at the finish end of the 
line. Great blue or crimson flags waved grace- 
fully in the gentle breeze that fanned them, aud 
these, with the hundreds of little flags of brill- 
jant colors running from sterns to topmastsa 
and then down to bowsprits, with the broad, 
smooth river stretching away to the north and 
dying among the verdant hills, fresh by the 
morning rain, made a picture that would thrill 
the most impassive. Steam - yachts and 
schouners formed the body of each line. Sloops 
were anchored near them, and little craft from 
the saucy naphtha to the meanestrowboaton the 
river peeped out from under the iong bowasprits 
or shapely counters. 

The steamers took positions in the lines. With 
the exception of three mean Harvard tugsa—the 
Wellington, Gertrude, and J. W. Coulston—all 
the boats on the river courteously minded the 
arrangewent of the authorities to anchor near 
the finish. These three tugs made things as 
disagreeable as they could, taking advantage of 
the timid Captain ofthe press boatto cut in 
ahead and shut out the crews from view, and 
also going ahead of the steam yacht Unquowa 
with the substitutes and rowing men of the two 
universities on board. 

The press boat reached Harvard’s quarters 
opposite the start at 5 o'clock. Up at Gale’s 
Ferry the Yale oarsmen were aiready in their 
boat, and Harvard was putting the sheil into 
the water. The observation train came to a 
standstill in time to see Yale come across the 
river from Gale’s Ferry and Harvard trom Red 
Top. The referee’s boat, the steam yacht Polly, 
was already on the scene. Pulling off their 
sweaters the two crews lined up side by side, 
with Harvard next to the west bank and Yale 
outside. They were close together, and it took 
so little time for them to get even that they 
were olf before anybody realized it. 

Splash went the sixteen oars simultaneonsly. 
Splash again and again,as the men bent to their 
work, and Harvard was a triltie in the lead. 
Splash, splash, for thirty seconds, and Yale had 
splashed twenty-two times to Harvard’s twenty- 
three. Splash and heave they went a few sec- 
onds more, and Yale was gaining. The men 
bad now caught their stroke and were rowing 
with all their power. The first half mile 
was to tell much to every one of 
them. They were so near together and so 
even that from a side view they looked 
like one crew. Beautiful to look at and 
full of life was Yale’s style; wonderfully power- 
ful and uniform was Harvard's. It was supe- 
rior skiliand moderate strength against mod- 
erate skill and superior strength. The latter 
held itsown for about a mirute, and then the 
Yale boat began to pull ahead, slowly at first, 
but surely; the streke in Yale’s boat got up 
with Harvard’s No. 7, then he was abreast of 
No. 6 of Harvard. Lynam, Harvard’s stroke, 
was trying to set the pace at 36, but Yale, with 
the same stroke, got away. Harvard was do- 
ing her best, but Yale was too fast for her. 

As they jumped past the half-mile flag Yale 
nad a boatiength of, daylight between them and 
had gained 6 seconds, With the end of the 
firat half mile, and Yale leading by an open 
length, the difference in the two crews and 
Yale’s superiority were marked. Yale’s form 
and watermanship were almost perfect. Tho 
oars all took the water together, the blades 
were well buried, so a firm held of the water 
was assured, and they left the water as 
clean as those of professionals. They were 
raised at uniform: height and feathered 
alike. Harvard’s blade work was not sc 
good. Kelton’s oar described! a semicircle 
through the air, being invariably raised al- 
together too high, while bow oar frequentiy 
showed the blade after the other seven were 
buried. The blades were not dipped deep 
enough, either, some of the time showing as 
they rushed through the water. This prevented 
a firm grip on the water and resulted in a loss 
of power. In body work, also, Yale was the 
better. Her men swung together beautifully 
and with more ease of movement. Kelton and 
Lynam of the Harvard crew were not perfectly 
together, this having been a fault all along in 
practice, and ita effect was tolling. There was 
# waste of energy in every Harvard stroke, 
while on the partof Yaleevery pound of mus- 
cle seemed to be in the blades of her oars. 

To say that the Harvard men struggled to cut 
down Yale’s lead in the last half of the first 
mile putsittoo mildly. They were desperate, 
for they knew that if they could not even hold 
their own their chances were gone forever. 
They putin all the strength they bad in their 
strong bodies, but all to no purpose. Yaie 
hed lowered her stroke to 34, two less than 
Harvard, and stili she went ahead the faster, 
The Yale spectators went wild with ior. Tha 
observation train looked like a river of blue, with 
blue-capped waves lashed intoaftury by Yale 
enthusiasm. Cheeron cheer for Yale sounded 
across the river. 

At the mile flag Yale had gained 7 seconds 
more, there being now over three boat lengths 
between the two crews. Still Harvard strag- 
gled on without gain. Yale’srelentiess vin and 
dash were irresistible. The strokes had not 
changed. Yale was going at 34 and Harvard at 
36. If she bad been hard pressed, Yale could 
have put intwo more strokes to the minute and 

ulled through, but. looking straight ahead, the 

fale athletes could see the arvard shell 
dropping further and further astern, so Gallau- 
det did not run it up any higher unti} 
the final apurt came. Yale had to encountes 
the dreaded eel grass in the next half mile, and 
only gained 2 seconds. In the fottrth half

np her average gain during the race of a trifle 
under 7 seconds for each half mile. At two 
milesthe Yale crew had a nine lengths’ lead. 
Here the two shells were plainly visible from 
the decks of the large fleet at the finish. Things 
had been qniet on pvoard the yachts and steam- 
ers, Dut as observation train came nearer 
the excited spectators aboutthe finish under- 
stood the meaning of the blue, and sent back 
cheers which went thundering down the river. 
Yale took matters casier to the two-and-a-balf- 
mile flag, gaining only 1 second. At three 
miles she gaine S, and then lost 11 as 
ehe cased up before the final spurt. 

The seene at the finish seemed more like naval 
warfare than a battle of crews. As fast as can- 
non <« id be reloaded they were fired, and the 
two crews ran the gauntiet through smoke and 
confusion. Some of the yachts worked two 
cannon. In the midst of it all Yale rowed a 
splendid finish at 37 strokes and gained 
15% seconds over Harvard rowing at 36. 
After crossing the line, Yale rested oh her oars 
a few seconds and then paddled to one side, 
while Harvard came down hopelessly beaten. 
The Harvard men had rowed themselves to a 
stendetill. Winthrop and Cummings fell sense- 
lees, the latter nearly going overboard, and Kel- 
ton Was completely used up

The sky cleared considerably 
and there was little wind. The arrangements 
for seeing the were poor. Only one 
steamer, the Block Island, was provided for the 
public. This was loaded down with spectators, 
the majority being college men, although there 
were several hundred ladies aboard. From the 
style in which most everybody was dressed, one 
would have suspected them of being prepared 
for a football instead of a Summer boat 
race. It was cold and dreary on the river, and 
the cheerlessness was wade more noticeable by 
the delay in starting the race. The time an- 
nounced was 10:30, but there was a wait of an 
hour before anything was soen of the crews 

At 11:30 the Harvard launch was seen com- 
ing down the river with a shell in tow. In- 
stantly a Harvard yell, led by Evert J. Wendell, 
went up from the Block Island. Then the Yale 
launch came into view, with both the Yale and 
Columbia crews on board and their sheils in 
tow. Yale had a turn at cheering, and drowned 
the cheer of Columbia men, who were in the 
minority. The launches and crews went down 
the river to just above the railroad bridge, 
where the crews got into their shells and rowed 
slowly to the starting line. The steamer Block 
Island took up a position at the firat mile 
flag above, and between her and the crews 
were the noses of a score of yachts, so that the 
only crew thas could be seen was Columbia, 
who had the eastside of theriver. Harvard 
had the middle, and the Yale boys the west 
side, all pointing up stream on the east side of 
the Thaimes. Tbe rain came down again at 11 
o'clock, and was pouring at noon as the crews 
were getting weir starting positions. The 
wind had inereased, too, and was blowing fif- 
teen miles an hour down stream against the 
crews. % 

When the three crews were in line, Referee 
Meikicham of Columbia gave them the word 
and off they went, Columbia hitting it up ata 
40-etroke to the winute clip, Harvard at 
38, wund Yale at 37. The steam yacbts 
screamed an encouraging note, collece 
men aboard them yelled a “send-off,” and 
littie boais made haste to get out of the 
course. Before they had gone ten lengths, the 
ory went up, “ Look at Yale!” and three times 
three went up from the Yale men on the yachts 
as their freshmen, swinging splendidly, 
wnlked ahead with .the long-sweeping 
stroke “Bob” Cook had taught them. 
It was the finest exhibition of row- 
fag ever given by freshmen. The crew 
was Tnuewaliy large and uniform for a green 
pone, and it rowed almostin ’Varsity form. Its 
long, steady swing was irresistibie. Yielding 
entirely to its power, the light shell shot ahead

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A TEN-INNING GAME. 


THE NEW-YORKS BATTED WELL, BUT 
LOST THROUGH ERRORS. 
PirrspurG, Penn., July 1.—To-day's game between 
Pittsburg and New-York was a slugging match. 
The Giants out-slugged the home team, but led in 
making errora, and therofore lost in the tenth in- 
ning.

MR. MORGAN RETIRES FROM THE CEN- 
TRAL TRUST COMPANY. 


The fact that Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan had resigned 
as a Director of the Central Trust Company was made 
known yesterday and occasioned considerable com- 
ment. Mr. Morgan would not say anything about 
the matter, and the inquisitive people of Wall Street 
were left to draw their own inferences. The general 
inference was that the resignation, which occurred 
several days ago, had something to do with Rich- 
mond Terminal.

THE ALICE BRUCE COLT WAS A COM- 
PLETB SURPRISE TO EVERY ONE 
BUT HIS OWNER—RACING OVER A 
MUDDY TRACK.

Foxhall Keene gave racing men the biggest sur- 
prise of the year yesterday, when he won tit Great 
Trial Stakes at the Sheepshead Bay track with his 
unnamed colt by Mr. Pickwick-Alice Bruce.. Racing 
men have become pretty thoroughly hardened to 
surprises this year, but the victory of a maiden colt 
in one of the richest s takes of the yoar rather capped 
the climax, 

The Great Trial Stakes.is araco for two-yoar-olds, 
over the Futurity course of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club, which 18 some sixty yards short of three- 
quarters of a wile, The Jockey Club adds 
$10,000 in cash to the stakes, and as 
167 horses were entered for it originally, 
their stakes added to this sum brought: the 
value of the stake up to about $25,000, one of the 
most valuable of the meeting. To contest for this 
rich prize there appeared at the post yesterday just 
a dozen two-year-olds. All of these, with the excep- 
tion of Evanatus and the Alice Bruce colt. had won 
races during the season, s0 thata very close and ex- 
citing race was expected. There wasa serious set- 
back to such arace, however, in a track that was 
very sloppy indeed as a whole, and heavy up near 
the starting postin thechute. This was a condition 


of affairs that added a great deal to the uncertainty 
of the contest, for no one knew how the horses would 
act in such going. 

Ordinarily such @ race would have brought an 
enormous crowd to the track, but the rain of the 
meraing and the ot pe of showers all day kept 
hundreds, and probably some thousands, from mak- 
ing the trip to the Kay track. There was then only 
about the usual number of “ regulars,” reinforced by 
afew who defied the elements for the sake of seeing 
a contest that promised to beagrand one. But the 
promise was far from being fulfilled, for the Keene 
colt won the stakes in such fashion that there was 
practically no race to it. 

Just before Hamilton went to the post with the 
Alice Bruce colt, the gentlomanly and dapper owner 
saw the dusky jockey in the paddook and said to him 
something like this: ‘‘ Hamilton, I will give you 
$2,000 if you will get offin the front lot with this 
colt. I don’t mean I will give you that to win, but 
to get offin the lead. If you do that you get the 
money, even if you don’t win. You getoif in front, 
sit still im the saddle, and the colt will do the. reat.” 

Then Mr. Keene and all of his friends that knew 
about his colt went down into the betting ring and 
backed the colt at odds offrom 25 tol to4U0tol 
with the utmost confidence, for Mr. Keene had as- 
sured them that he would win unless the horse fell 
down. The bookmakers took the money readily, for 
they were sure that the race would be won by either 
Dr. Rice, Lady Violet, or Sir Walter, who were the 
choices inthe betting in the order named. They 
lookedupon the money beton the Alice Bruce colt 
as so much sure money for their bank accounts. 
That was wherethey madea big mistake, as they 
learned after the race, when the Alice Bruce colt had 
won and they had to cash the tickets held by Mr. 
Keene and his friends. There was scarcely a book 
in the ring but lost a jot of money over the race, as 
the winning tickets on Mr. Keene's colt ate up all 
the money they had taken inon the race and alot 
more besides. 


** 

The race calls for very little in the way of descrip- 
tion. The field was givena good start, and Hamil- 
ton earned his $2,000 by getting awayinfront, In 
the first quarter of a mile he settled all question as 
to the result of the race, for he opened up such a big 


gap that none of the other horses could even catch 
um. It was a hopeless stern chasgo, for the further 
the horse went the bigger was the gap he opened up, 
and none of the eleven youngsters were even able to 
got within hailing distance. 

Lady Violet, Dr. Rice, Lovelace, and Sir Walter 
were the leaders of the field which followed the Alice 
Bruce colt in hisrun up the hill from the chute and 
into the main track. Juat as the elbow was reached 
Dr. Rice, who did not like the going, stopped, and 
Fitzpatrick began riding him and using the whip. 
But in a few rods he found that his efforts were use- 
less, and then he gave up and allowed the colt to 
take his own time to find his way home, Lovelace 
was introublelong before this, and was under the 
whip at the end of the first quarter mile of the race, 
and never made ashowing. Lady Violet, under the 
guidance of Sims, was in front of ail but the 
Alice Bruce colt, when the main track was 
reached, and there she remained to the finish, 
though she was all ridden out to get within three 
lengths of the Alice Bruce colt at the finish. Three 
lengths further back was Sir Walter, who, with the 
top weight, and with Garrison in the saddle, had 
worked astormy paesage through the mud. Heran 
a ‘‘deal game” race, but the weight was too much 
for him to negotiate. But his race showed plainly 
enongh that his victories in the Great American 
Stakes, and in the Great Eclipse Stakes were not 
“flukes,” but were won on their merits.

There were all sorts of rumors as to the amounts 
Mr. Keene won over the race, some stories placing 
thesum at $50,000. Whatever the sum was, Mr. 


Keens alone knows, but there is little doubt tnat it 
reached an amount fully equal tothe value of the 
stake itself—$25,000. Mr. Keene’s father and 
Pierre Lorillard were among those who backed the 
colt to win several thousand dollars each.

The other races were rather commonplace affairs, 
the only other stake race, the Thistle, for three-year. 
olds, ata mile and three-sixteenths, (third race,) be- 
ing won by Lamplightér in a gallop. Speculators 

rotited little by this, however, as he was a 1-to.8 

avorite in the betting. Blizzard. who was added to 
the list of starters at the last moment, got the second 
money from Barefoot, who was the favorite in the 
betting where the favorite was barred.

The cattle owners of Wyoming seem to 
confess that the upshot of the recent con- 
flicts in that State will be to break up the 
business of cattle raising on a large scale. 
The “rustlers” are simply cattle thieves, 
and their depredations cannot be punished 
because public opinion is with them and 
juries will not convict them of any offense. 
This is a curious and depressing show- 
ingof the condition of morals in Wyoming. 
Meanwhile, since there is no law for the 
cattle owners but only law against them 
when they undertake to right their own 
wrongs they have nothing to do but to go 
out of business. This cannot be altogether 
satisfactory to the rustlers, because, in or- 
der to rustle successfully, one must have 
somebody else’s cattle to steal. As Wy- 
oming advances in civilization it is to be 
hoped that respect for the eighth command- 
ment will become genera! and that protec- 
tion will be withdrawn from tke infant in- 
dustry of stealing cattle. 





The New-York Sun has something to say 
about the “folly * of the persons now con- 
trolling the management of the Associated 
Press.

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CLEARLY A BLUNDER. 

A part of the work undertaken in cam- 
paigns by party organizations and by mem- 
bers of Congress acting for themselves is 
the circulation, under members’ franks, of 
speeches which have been delivered in 
Congress and published in the Congres- 
sional Record. The law provides that any 
part of the Record, ‘‘or speeches or re- 
ports therein contained,” shall be “ car- 
ried in the mail free of postage,” 
when covered by a member's frank. 
As the beginning of a campaign draws near, 
and in the early stages of the contest, many 
speeches are delivered in Congress by mem- 
bers who have in view the circulation of 
them in this manner, and the publication 
in the Record of other speeches of the same 
kind, prepared but undelivered, or de- 
livered only in part,is procured by mem- 
bers who obtain “leave to print.” 

Certain members of Congress are now cir- 
culating under frank alarge volume, which 
was ptblished in the usual way and copy- 
righted some years ago, and which has re- 
cently been republished in the Congres- 
sional Record. It appears from the report 
of the debates that in March and 
April last six members of the House, 
Messrs. JOHNSON, STONE, WASHINGTON, 
FITHIAN, BOWMAN, and SrMPpson, cut 
into six nearly equal parts acopy of Mr. 
HENRY GEORGE’s book, ‘Protection or 
Free Trade,” and that each of them sub- 
mitted one of these parts as his contribu- 
tion to the tariff debate. Each part was 
introduced by four or five lines written by 
the member. 

In this way the entire book of thirty 
chapters was thrust into the Congressional 
Record, and after the six parts, each con- 
taining five chapters, had been printed by 
the Government, it was an easy matter 
for the six membefs to bring them 
together again iy a book and to 
circulate this boot under frank. The 
book, taken from the Congressional Record 
and printed in huge editions, costs the au- 
thors of this device 1 cent a copy, and is 
sent by mail throughout the country free 
of postage. We are informed that several 
hundred thousand copies have already 
been distributed. 

We are unable to commend the method 
by which Mr. JOHNSON of Ohio and his as- 
sociates procured the publicagion of this 
book by the Government. Nor can we 
commend the distribution at public ex- 
pense of a book for the circulation of which 
the protection of the franking statute has 
been obtained in this way. We do not be- 
lieve that a majority of the voters in either 
party can give to such a transaction their 
approval. Indeed, we shall be surprised if 
the story of the birth of this “‘ campaign 
document ” can excite in honest and con- 
scientious men in any part of the country 
or in either party any emotions except 
those of emphatic disapproval and disgust. 
It is not probable tha? the cause of reform 
can be promoted by such a proceeding. 

The members of Congress who have done 
this work have blundered, in our opinion, 
not only with respect to the methods by 
which publication and circulation at public 
expense have been procured, but also in 
using this book asa “campaign document” 
which sets forth and supports the policy 
of the Democratic Party. Those who are 
familiar with the teachings of this volume 
know that it cannot, as a whole, be re- 
garded as an argument in defense of the 
policy which the party upholds. If its 
doctrines should be accepted and pro- 
claimed by the party to-day, the disastrous 
result of the campaign could be predicted 
with absolute certainty. 

It is possible that those who are re- 
sponsible for this extraordinary campaign 
venture are not familiar with the contents 
of the volume, ‘a million copies” of which 
they desire to distribute “before the 
campaign begins.” The assertions of 
one or two of them afford some ground 
for this charitable assumption. Perhaps 
the leaders of the party organization can 
find time to enlighten them and at the 
same time to give them a little advice. In- 
struction would probably be wasted upon 
the Hon. Jerry Srvpson, butit may be 
that some of hiscompanions in this venture 
would permit their store of wisdom to be 
enlarged. 








THE GOOD AND BAD OF ROWING. 


The university race at New-London be- 
tween Yale and Harvard recalls how cer- 
tain it is that a sport originally useful to 
mankind becomes in time less beneficial, 
more and more an art practiced for its own 
sake. It also suggests that many sports at 
present quite meaningless had at one time 
a root iu some employment of practical 
value. : 

Rowing, as practiced by our universities, 
is the direct outgrowth of the conditions 
of water at Oxford and Cambridge where 
the streams are mere ditches and races 
have to be “bumping” races since the 
boat behind has not room to pass. Smooth 
water, a boat so light that it weighs prac- 
tically nothing, and the sliding seat have 
under these conditions evolved the present 
game. It has little or no relation to actu- 
alities. It does not teach young men to 
row heavy boats such as must be used in 
ordinary waters of any size; but, on the 
contrary, disgusts them with all rowing 
which does not promise speed. 

Rowing, in truth, has reached the stage 
fencing has long occupied, that exercise 
having now little connection with blood- 
letting, but being practiced as an art for 
its own sake. In the same way, if not to 
the same degree, rowing is an intellectual 
pleasure as well as a physical. Rowing, 
however, when practiced in crews, pos- 
sesses an element that is not often noticed 
even by the men who are devoted to it. 
This element is the pleasure human beings 
find in rhythmical action—a 
pleasure that often shows itself involun- 
tarily by the singing of soldiers on the 
march, or of galley slaves tugging at the 
sweeps, or of laborers in the Southern 
plantations keeping time with voice and 
stroke of hoe’as they work. . 

The victory of Yale yesterday was the 
result of a close study of the art of rowing 
the lightest of boats in the smoothest of

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water. Whenever Harvard has lost, it ond | 


be shown that her oarsmen have not laid 
enough stress on the chief principle under- 
lying the art. An ordinary boat like a 
Captain’s gig or the barge of a boat club 
has so much weight in itself that its head- 
way is not stopped between strokes, al- 
though the crew ‘‘ buckets” forward to 
catch the water for the next stroke. In 
the Kght “ shells,” as we call them on this 
side of the Atlantic, a powerful eight 
formed of blue-jackets would be beaten 
by a freshman crew. because at the end 
of each stroke, while reaching for the 
next, they would bring the boat almost to 
astop from the forward motion of their 
bodies. 

Yale and Harvard have known and prac- 

ticed this principle for twenty years, but 
every now and then some uninformed 
Captain, or an enthusiast who thinks he 
has discovered a new and better principle, 
gets hold of the university crew of one col- 
lege or the other and ruins it. At New- 
London yesterday both crews were rowing 
what is called the English or the ‘‘ Bob 
Cook” stroke, But the Harvard men either 
failed to grasp firmly the essential, radical 
difference between ordinary rowing and 
rowing as an art, or were not long enough 
in practice to make that principle work 
easily, like a second nature. Amateurs 
who recognize the importance of this begin 
to teach their boys early to use a shell with 
a direct purpose of having them scientific 
oarsmen before they go to college. 
- Victory, therefore, barring obvious acci- 
dents, goes to the crew that best knows 
the art of rowing. The Harvard crew 
was physically superb. In a four-mile 
race weight and stature tell very ma- 
terially. In weight and stature the Har- 
yard crew surpassed that of Yale. But 
these advantages were more than over- 
come by the superior science of the Yale 
men, lighter, shorter of stature, and less 
regular in weight and height. Each year 
the number of persons who can understand 
critically a variety of fine points in rowing 
increases, and intelligent persons assemble 
in larger numbers to see the greatest row- 
ing spectacle of the year. 

Lying is said to be a vice natural to man, 
and it is the part of education to discour- 
age it. Oneof the few things taught the 
youthful Persian of the heroic epoch was 
to hate alie. But the line between lying 
and the reports spread by the managers of 
university crews is hard to distinguish by 
the graduate eye. And there is a tradition 
that the less undergraduates are encouraged 
to make statements intended to deceive, the 
better for the world that is to have to do 
with them. Therefore the unsportsman- 
like, nay, the ungentlemanly, conduct of 
college crews, managers, and backers, 
when they descend to the arts of pot- 
cannot receive too

house politicians, 
severe a castigation. 
this jockey talk which is good. It has no 
effect whatever on the result. It attracts 
the worst element in the community—the 
betting and gambling element. It teaches 
boys that success should be attained at the 
most ignoble expense. It places men, who 
are also presumed to be gentlemen, on a par 
with the least-educated and the vicious 
classes. And, finally, itrepelsand alienates 
the best people, because pride in their fel- 
low-countrymen and their college makes 
them ashamed at such behavior, and 
their presence at the races seems to lend it 
their countenance. Therefore they stay 
away. And although for the present all do 
not, and the absence of those who feel in 
this way is lost in the crowds, an effort 
should be made to stop the evil at once. If 
it does not decrease, it will increase, and 
college athletics will definitely enter the 
downward road to contempt, neglect, and 
extinction. 





THE HUDSON BAY ROUTE. 

The project of opening a new grain-carry- 
ing route from Manitoba to Europe by way 
of Hudson Bay and Hudson Strait has at 
length, it appears, found in London sub- 
stantial backers. The money will be 
mainly needed, of course, for building a 
railroad from Winnipeg to Fort Churchill; 
but this, though the most expensive part 
of the undertaking, is not the one on which 
success chiefly depends. So high a latitude 
is certainly not the most favorable that 
could be chosen for railroad construction, 
and the maintenance of the road after it is 
completed must also be a matter of some 
difficulty. Still, surveys show that the 
proposed route is comparatively level and 
without any very heavy grades. Major 
JARVIs’s party, half a dozen years ago, 
reported that it had found but one rock 
cutting of consequence on the line, and 
that the greater part of the route was un- 
dulating and sandy, with some clay and 
gravel formation. That party proposed to 
build along the north shore of Oxford Lake 
to the Sea River Falls, on the east branch 
of Nelson River, making Port Nelson, at 
the mouth of this river, the terminus. This 
is the shortest route, involving a distance 
of 350 miles from the head of Lake Winni- 
peg and 650 from the City of Winnipeg. 
But the harbor of Port Nelson is not sufii- 
ciently good, and the present project puts 
the Hudson Bay terminus at Fort Chutch- 
ill, 700 miles from Winnipeg. 

The real question, however, is not as to 
the land, but the water route. There is 
little difficulty in Hudson Bay, which, with 
its vast area of half a million square miles, 
is always more or less open, allowing only 
shore ice to be formed. But the strait is 
well understood to be navigable at the ut- 
most for only about four months in the 
year, even with specially constructed ships, 
and not more than three and a half for 
ocean steamers. On this point there have 
been very careful observations. In 1584 
the Dominion Parliament, in order to 
satisfy the people of the Northwest, who 
were urging a subsidy for the proposed new 
route, sent out in the Neptune observation 
parties that were stationed along the bay 
and straits. The next year the dlert was 
dispatched to visit and relieve them, but 
being caught in an ice pack about the mid- 
dle of June was held for three weeks, and 
when she got clear she was so damaged 
that she had to put back to Newfoundland 
for repairs. In August she tried again, and 
although encountering some ice fields and a 
strong tidal drift reached all the stations 
and brought off most of themen. There

middle of the strait, and Lieut. GoRDON 
thought that suitable vessels could use the 
route four months in the year. We have 
also the constant experience of the vessels 
of the Hudson Bay Company, which for 
two centuries have been sent through this 
passage, using the months of July, August, 
and September for the purpose, 

Of course, little local traffic could be re- 
lied on forthe new railroad. It. traverses 
a country that cannot very well ‘“ grow 
up.” In great partit is not suited for agri- 
cultural purposes, @nd is never likely to 
have much population. It is the export 
trade in wheat and other food products 
that must give the new route its main sup- 
port. Whatis relied upon is the shortened 
distances both for Manitoba and our 
Northwestern States. From Winnipeg to 
Montreal is 1,400 miles, but to Fort 
Churchill only 700, while the remaining 
distances to Liverpool are about the same 
from each. From Pembina, in North 
Dakota, the gain is abou? 1,000 miles by 
the Fort Churchill over the New-York 
route. Edmonton, inthe North Saskatch- 
ewan, would save 1,300 miles over the 
Montreal route. Northwestern Minnesota 
would gain almost as much as Manitoba. 
But,while the tempting tables of shortened 
transportation routes appear to have at- 
tracted capitalists after eight years of 
doubt and discussion, the problem of the 
strait remains exactly as before, Can a 
route open only from three to four months 
® year compete successfully with the 
already established railway and river 
routes open so much longer? In these 
three months there are constant dangers of 
a detention for two or three weeks, as well 
as of injury to vessels. This means in- 
creased cost of subsistence and wages for 
crews. Freights would have to be high 
enough to make up for these risks, and in- 
surance on vessels and cargoes would also 
be high. The liability to accidents from 
fogs, snowstorms, and high winds is, of 
course, great. Still, there is undeniably 
something attractive about this adventur- 
ous project for opening to regular naviga- 
tion this great sea as a route to Europe, 
and since, if successful, it may help both 
American and Canadian farmers, its prog- 
ress will be watched with interest. 





The Army Appropriation bill as it has 
come out of conference increases by only 
$81,600 the amount which the House at 
first agreed upon. The Senate had added 
$203,000 more, three-fourths of which 
went to the single item of transportation. 
One of the notewStthy provisions in the 
conference measure is that which reduces 
the number of Majors in the Pay Depart- 
ment to twenty-five, instead of to twenty, 
as the House had proposed. This is quite 
enough of a reduction to start with, and 
the limit can be set lower hereafter if de- 
sired. Besides, the provision for assigning 
to duty as Acting Paymasters certain of- 
ficers acting as Quartermasters or Commis- 
saries, which was one of the reasons on 
which the House based its proposed reduc- 
tion, has now disappeared. However, the 
plan of paying enlisted men at certain 
posts by check or currency, sent at the 
Government’s risk, remains in the bill; and 
with this help it is probable that the move 
for making pay day come still more fre- 
quently than now will not be checked by 
the reduction of the pay corps.

NOMINATIONS MADE AFTER A STORMY 
SESSION—THE CANDIDATES. 


TopEeKa, Kan., July 1.—The Republican State 
Convention to-day, after a stormy session, made 
the following nominations: For Associate Jus- 
tice Supreme Court—D. M. Valentine; for Gov- 
ernor—A. W. Smith; for Lieutenant Governor— 
B. F. Moore; for Secretary of State—W. A. Ed- 
wards; for Auditor—Bank Bruce, (colored.) 

The present State Auditor and State Treasur- 
er having been members of the Board of Rail- 
way Assessors, which this year reduced the 
assessment of the railroads in the State, were 
dropped by the convention. In obedience toa 
supposed popular clamor and to conciliate the 
populists the delegates in this convention not 
only decided to turn these officers out, but re- 


fused to give them a hearing after they had 
been invited by resolution to appear and ex- 
plain their acts. 

It was admitted that they had not only 
obeyed the law and regarded their oaths of 
office, but that the reduction was just. 

It was also discovered that this reduction pro- 
portionate to the. values of railway prop- 
erty and other personal property was not 
as great by 50 per cent. as was the re- 
duction made by the County Assessors on other 
personal property, but the clamor raised by the 
populists appears to have frightened the dele- 
gates assembled in this convention. They ad- 
mit they are doing wrong when talked to, but 
declare it the only means of gaining votes. 

The raising of this question caused a breeze 
in the convention, and for more than an hour 
there was a lively scene. The Chairman and his 
Sergeant at Arms were helpless, and finally ad- 
journment had to be taken until to-night. 

At the night session the convention’s first act 
was to nominate Bruce, a negro, for State Au- 
ditor. Bruce is a nephew of Blanch K. 
Bruce, the present Register of Deeds of the 
District of Columbia, He is Missouri born 
and Kansas educated, being a graduate 
of the State University. He is a school teacher 
by profession, and has been connected with a 
weekly paper. He is light colored. 

Colored men demand ‘is 
under the implied threat of losing to 
party the 15,000 negro votes in 
Stato. One prominent white delegate 
said: “This is a bitter dose, but it 
ismuch cheaper than itis to buy these voters, 
as wo are compelled to do each election.” 

Smith, the candidate for Governor, is a 
farmer, a man of little education, but of some 
force of character. 

Moore, the candidate for Lieutenant Govern- 
or, is an uncouth, illiterate farmer. A member 
of the convention facetiously remarked: ‘* When 
we elect him, the Senate should appoint 
@ bodyguard to see that he does not ap- 
pear in the Senate Chamber as President 
of that body until he has been thoroughly 
polished. He is likely to imagine himself on his 
farm and come in barefooted with hickory on, 
collar open, and a corncob pipe in his mouth. If 
he would only keep his feet under the stand he 
would possibly do, but he has tHe American 
habit of leaning back and elevating his extremi- 
ties.’ 

Judge Valentine is one of the most eminent 
jurists in the West, and was for a long time the 
associate of Justice Brewer, now of the United 
States Supreme Court.

An effort was made 
to suppress the matter, and this led to an in- 
vestigation which disclosed the fact that Fitz- 
gerald was acting as trustee forthe Chicago 
kKvening Journal. ’ 

It appears that in 18853 Charles V. Whaley 
became the cashier of the Journal, and hav- 
ing gained the confidence of his employ- 
ers was promoted to the managership in 
1885, Fred 8. Ashley being placed in the 
position of cashicr. One ef Whaley’s duties 
was to examine the cashier’s books at stated 
periods. On these occasions ho invariably re- 
ported the books correct and in proper shape. 

Last November Whaley foll sick and W. A. 
Hutchinson was appointed in his place. Hutch- 
inson discovered that everything was not right. 
It is now asserted that both Whaley and 
Ashley had been systematically rob- 
bing the Journal, and coyered up their 
peculations by false entries. Experts have 
peen going over the books for four or five 
montha, beginning the investigation with 18383. 
So far a discrepancy of $20,000 has been dis- 
covered. Neither ofthe men has as yet been 
arrested.

THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE DEMO- 
CRATIC NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


THE REPORTED CHOICE OF THE PARTY 
LEADERS—WHAT MR. HARRITY SAYS 
OF THE WORK—HE WOULD RATHER 
WORK UNDER WHITNEY, 


PHILADELPHIA, July 1.-—-The Times will say 
to-morrow: 

William F. Harrity of Pennsylvania will be 
the next Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. Everything in polit 
ical life is unoertain, but the abote 
prognostication has the seal of certainty. Here- 
tofore it has been considered settled that the 


successor of Calvin 8. Brice would be William 
C. Whitney, and that Mr. Harrity would aid him 
as Chairman of the Campaign Committee. 

Yesterday, however, Mr. Whitney made the 
following declaration: 

“A great many persons have been good 
enough to méntion my name in connection with 
the Chairmanship of the Democratic National 
Committee, but I will not take it under any 
circumstances.” 

Mr. Harrity was seated to-day, after noon, in 
the comfortably-appointed office of the Presi- 
dent of the Equitable Trwst Company when 
this declaration was read to him. 

“Mr. Harrity, you ave to be the next Chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee. 
Every objection you may make to that propost- 
tion will be met. You Will not be permitted to 
Yescape the responsibility.” 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth shifted 
uneasily in his revolving chair and said: 

“Tt don’t see how any one can arrange that 
for me.” 

“Nevertheless it will be done; you will be 
placed in such a position that you will not be 
able to avoid the duty.” 

After rubbing his forehead for a few minutes, 
Mr. Harrity said: 

“T can searcely believe that such an honor 
will be thrust upon me. It is, in fact, 
& matter that at present permits of 
no discussion. The wishes of the candi- 
dates for President and Vice President have 
not yet been given utterance. Besides, tho 
votes of the members of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee must determine the matter, 
and even the date of meeting of that 
body has not been fixed. The gen- 
eral voice of the party, however, 
has named W. C. Whitney for the place, and I 
am free to confess that, with him as a leader, I 
would sacrifice much, roll up my sleeves, and 
accept any subordinate position under him in 
which he would wish me to serve. 

‘* But there are many reasons why I would not 
wish to consider the acceptance of the National 
Chairmanship of the Democratic Party, even if 
I were thought of for the place. In the 
first place, I would be reluctant to assume such 
& grave responsibility with so little expert- 
ence aS my tutor. The contest will be a 
severe one. While I believe that the chances 
of political fortune favor Mr. Cleveland 
in the ratio of at least 6 out of 10,I am of the 
opinion that some one of the agility of Mr. 
Whitney should lead the Democratic forces. 

“In the secoad place, [ know that there ara 
many, very many members of the Democratis 
Party who are far better equipped for the posi- 
tion than I am. 

“In the third place, I feel that I do not’ pos- 
sess the experience and knowledge which aro 
requisite for such a high office. I am a 
young man, When the mere suggestion of 
such an honor is made to me, I feel a timidity, a 
lack of confidence, which makes me pause. 
This is not a mock Modesty; it is a self-recogni- 
tion of my frailties. 

“But I am willing to work for the party,” 
continued Mr. Harrity, most earnestly. “I am 
blessed with a robust constitution. I have 
been able to work for sixteen and eighteen 
hours out of every twenty-four without suffer- 
ihg thereby, and thus I have combined both 
business and politics without injury to either. 

“*Butif I were asked to accept the position of 
National Chairman I would have to consult 
various interests before I made a reply. 
would have to consult those with whom [ 
am associated in business and discuss with them 
whether or not I would be seriously neglecting 
their affairs for the next three months. 

“Then I have never abandoned my 
practice. To be sure, Mr. James M. Beck 
attends to the active part of if, but I 
keep in touch with it, and can always be 
seen by any clients and have made a livelihood 
from it, and I certainly do not wish to abandon 
wy profession. 

“Then, again, I would have to consult Gov. 
Pattison. lamamember of his official family, 
and if I were made the National Chair- 
man of the Democratic Party while 
I would not neglect my duty to the State yot, 
for the next three months, I could not give the 
oftics all the attention I do now. 

‘‘All these matters would have to be considered 
and, in view of them, I do notsee how I am avail- 
able for the position suggested. loan only say 
that L do not want the oifjice, but I am willing, 
under Mr. Whitney, to do anything to serve my 
party.’”’

“That Young has sacrificed the stock of the 
Cornell Steamboat Com@any by selling it at a 
low price and upon improper terms to Coy- 
kendall in order to avoid precipitating Coy- 
kendall into bankruptcy, and bringing about 
equal scandal on the Virst National Bank and 
the attention of the national authorities to its 
atiairs. 

‘That the National Examiners have not dis- 
covered the state of aifairs set forth because 
the discounts obtained by Coykendall are toa 
large extent hidden and disguised.

CHOLERA IN THE EAST. 


VICTIMS IN BAKU INCREASING IN NUM- 
BER—MILD CASES IN PARIS, 


Sr. Perersbpure, July 1.—The number of vic- 
tims in cholera-stricken Baku is steadily in- 
creasing. On Monday fifty-five fresh cases of 
the disease were reported, and on the same day 
fifty-seven deaths'ocourred. 

A quarantine has been established at Ouzan- 
ada for the purpose of preventing contagion 
through the transportation of Asiatic merchan- 
diese. Travelers are forbidden to pass between 
the Caucasns and Transcaspian provinces. The 
Austrian Lioyds has suspended its steamship 
service between Batoum and Trebizond. 

Owing to the cholera the passenger service 
between Baku and Astrakhan, on the Caspian 
Sea, has been stopped pending the establish- 
ment of a quarantine station at Petrowsk. 
When traffic is resumed passengers will be sub- 
jected to a week's quarantine. 

TEHERAN, Jply 1.—The Government has or- 
dered that quarantine be established at all 
the Persian ports on the Caspian Sea. At 
Meshed, where cholera caused frightful ravages 
among the inhabitants, the disease has disap- 
peared. It continues at Sabzawar, in the Prov- 
ince of Khorassan, where the deaths from the 
disease reach thirty daily.

The Director of Public Aid admits that the 
disease has existed in the vicinity of Paris for 
the last threo months, but insists that it has 
appeared in only a mild form. Ho says that 
the presence of the malady is due to the people 
drinking water taken from the Seine, without 
having the liquid boiled before being used. The 
drinking of this impure water, the Direotor 
adds, has caused 155 deaths. He declares that 
no case of true India cholera has yet been re- 
ported. 

LONDON, July 2.—The Siandard’s Berlin cor- 
respondent says: “Private telegrams from 
Coustantinople represent that the whole south- 
ern shore of the Caspian Sea is infested with 
cholera.”’ 

The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News 
says: “it is reported at a foreign Consulate 
here that there have been sixty fatal cases of 
cholera at Tifllsin four days. It is feared the 
authorities are suppressing the truth.” 


THREATS FOR BISMARCK, 


GIVES HIM A HINT—SERE™~

VIENNA, July 1.—The Politische Oorrespond- 
enz,in an article apparently inspired by Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi refuting Prince Bismarok’s 
charges, says: 

“The German Government has at its disposal 
arms whereof Prince Bismarck does not even 
dream. Ue and his newspaper organs ought to 
remember that so far nothing has been said of 
the reasons for his dismissal. If he keeps quiet 
nothing will be revealed.” 

This is presumed to refer to the charges that 
Prince Bismarck before he resigned spread 
false reports among foreign papers in regard to 
Emperor William’s health.

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PLACARDS ON FOREIGN EXHIBITS, 
WORLD’S FAIR DIRECTOR GENERAL SAYS 


HOME PRICES MAY BE SHOWN, 


CuicaGo, July 1.—The Director General of the 
World’s Fair has forwarded to the Secretary of 
State at Washington the following decision tn 
relation to the ruling permitting foreign exhib- 
itors to attach price placards to their exhibits 
at the fair: 

“Foreign exiibitors in the World's Columbian Ex- 
position will be permitted to state upon placards 
attached to their exhibits the prices at which said 
prodacts will be sold at the place of manufacture, 
and also the prices in bond and outot bond, orexclu- 
sive and inclusive of the customs duties in Chicago.” 

In March the Director General, in replying to 
theinquiries of Consul Augier in behalf of cer- 
tain woolen manufacturers of Rheims, said in 


effect that the manufacturers could not placard 
their prices. This led to many inquiries from 
England whether his letter was meant to re- 
voke the permission previously gigen to for- 
eign manufacturers to placard their exhibits 
with. the prices at which they will be sold in 
pond. The Director General says the paragraph 
in his communication to Consul Augier was a 
mistake, and he asks to have the letter revoked 
by the authority of the State Department. 

The National and local World’s Fair Directo- 
ries have agreed upon a plan of administration 
which will put an end to the misunderstandings 
that have arisen between the heads of the Na- 
tional Commission and the local Directory. By 
the terms of the agreement a new agency is ore- 
ated, a Board of Administration composed of 
four men. This board isto be superior to any 
officer of the exposition. 

Director General Davis retains most of his 
powers, and Chief Burnham is made subordi- 
nate to him in a measure, with the title of Di- 
rector of Works. Both of these officials are sub- 
ject to the orders of the Board of Administration. 
In the general rearrangement President Baker 
seems to have been dropped so far as being an 
executive officer is concerned. 

The Louisiana Logislature has passed the bill 
appropriating $36,000 for a State exhibit at 
the fair. 

LonpDoON, July 1.—Walter Harris, ox-Sheriff of 
London and a prominent member of the Royal 
Commission for the Chicago Fair, gave a hand- 
some luncheon in honor of Mr. Lincoln, the 
American Minister, on Thursday at the Junior 


Carlton Clnb. ‘There was present a distin- 
guished company, including the Duke of Aber- 
corn, Lord Thynne, Sir Cunliffe Owen, Sir Doug- 
las Galton, and Commander Hoff of the United 
States Navy. Atthe centre of the large round 
table there was a floral representation of the 
American flag. 

Mr. Lincoln said that not only his public ad- 
vices, but also his private letters from Chicago 
friends brought news of satisfactory prospects 
for the fair. A private telegram from Washing- 
ton was read, stating that the obstacles in re- 
gard to the fixing of prices on marked goods, 
showing the cost with and without duties, had 
been overcome.

MR. CLARKSON EXPLAINS. 


SS ee 
THE PRESIDENT DICTATED TO 
THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Gen. J. 8. Clarkson, 
late Chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, defined his positionin a statement to- 
night. He praisesthe selectionof Mr. Camp- 
bell as his successor, and describes Mr. Carter, 
the Secretary, as a discovery in politics. He 
says that party duty requires that he should 


accept Mr. Campbell's invitation to him to go 
uponthe Executive Committee, although per- 
sonal inclination would lead him to decline. 

Mr. Clarkson declares that he would rather 
have the record of supporting Blaine in five 
contests since 1876 than to have been in the 
Cabinet of the five Presidents meantime. Ho 
says that he has been in a pretty difficult posi- 
tion since the result at Minneapolis. After the 
convention he came to Washington with his mind 
made up not to accept the Chairmanship of the 
National Campaign Committee if it was tend- 
ered to him. He was satisfied that the Presi- 
dent would desire some one else. The meibers 
of the National Committee very generally 
tendered him their support, irrespective of 
factions. Mr. Clarkson then says: 


“ When I refused, they asked me if I was sore over 
the defeat of Blaine and if I proposed to sulk. They 
insisted that the party intorests required a non-fac- 
tional organization, and proposed that the practice of 
the party previous to 1885 should be followed by the 
election of two Chairmen, one of the National Com- 
mittee, to serve four years, and one of the Campaign 
Committee, to serve during the campaign. 

“It was suggested that the President shonld be 
allowed to select the Campaign Committee, inside or 
outside the membership of the National Committee 
itself, as pernritted and suggested by the rule of the 
National Couvention at Minneapolis, and that the 
National Committee should delegate its entire 
power to this Campaign Committee for the cam- 
paign. This would give to the candidates the full 
control and power of the committee for the whole 
campaign and yet leave the National Comuuiitee to 
restme after the election its original functions and 
become representative of the party itseif and its 
future, not of the past, and merely of ite two recent 
candidates for oifice. 

** At least forty of the fifty-two members desired 
this plan, and it was this thatthey proposed to the 
President. He wae not willing accept of it. He 
said ho desired the organization for four years as in 
1888, and as soon as he told me this I instantly 
acreed with him that his wishes should be complied 
with, and that I should not be the man for the head 
of cither committee. There wasno misunderstand. 
ing or even argument between him and me as to the 

lan. 

me The majority of the committee were not so will- 
ing as [ to accept the President's decision, and I was 
sharply criticiséd and censured by them for having 
told Lim I[ would fcliow his wishes and not the 
wishes of the committee itself.” 

He concludes by saying he will cheerfully 
bear abaud in whatever way hecan. “ Loyal- 
ty,”’ he remarks, “is due to party and not to 
men.”

STOCK COMPANY FORMED TO OPERATE 
MR. KAMES’S INVENTION. 
Trenton, N. J., July 1.—Articles of incor- 
poration of another miliion-dollar company 
were filed in the office of the Secretary of State 
this morning. The company will be known as 
the “Atmospheric Propulsion Company,” and 
it will manufacture and se}l all the machin- 
ery and implements for the propulsion of wheel 
vehicles. 
The principal business will be the manufact- 
ure of an invention for that purpose made by 


Joshua Kames of New-York Clty. The incor- 
porators and the number of shares they hold 
are: George D. Guriey of Brooklyn, 50 
shares; Joshua Kames of New-York, 9,890 
Charies 8. Simpkins of Brooklyn, 50 William; 
& Kames of Philadeiphia, 5, and Charles H. 
Moorchead of Bridgeton, 5. The principai ofiice 
will be in Jersey City. 


If the inyention of, Joshua Kames realizes 
the hopes of the inventor and the investors, the 


mode of city transit in New-York and other 
large cities will be revolutionized. 

Mr. Kames’s invention, as now patented, con- 
sists of a street car propelled by compressed 
air. The compressed air is stored tn a chamber 
in the bottom of the car, after the fashion of 
the electric storage-battery cars, the difference 
being that in the car proper there is a com 
pressed-air engine capable of keeping up the 
rapid speed which is expected to be attained 
for sixteen miles. 

The inventor claims that the compressed-air 
motive power is capable of being adapted to 
locomotives which may attain a specd of sixty 
miles an hour. 

All arrangements for the practical testing of 
the invention have not yet been completed, al- 
though thorough teste of the new mode of pro- 
pulsion have been made by the inventor. 

Full details regarding the invention will be 
given out by Mr. Kames in afew days.

They wero kept busy, and when 3 o’clock came 
the Exchange looked like a picnic ground in 
the early morning.

THENINTH GRASPSTHE IDEA 


ATS DRILLS PLEASE THE CRITICS 
OF THE STATE CAMP. 


YHE ROAR AND DASH OF WAR IN THE 
BATTLE OF SEWARD’S BLUFF—ON- 
RUSH OF THE NINTH CARRIES THE 
DAY—THE FOURTEENTH EXPECTED. 


' PEEKSEILL, July 1.—For the first time in the 
current tour the scheduled programme was in- 
terrupted this morning. There was too much 
moisture to permit of the company drills being 
held, and the atmospheric conditions when the 
hour for guard mounting arrived were 60 un- 
propitious that the post commander directed an 
“undress” in lieu of the customary full-drese 
ceremony. ‘ 

This gave opportunity for the field music and 
Drum Major Hill to set out an “ object lesson”’ 
for the benefit of the post band in the matter of 
appropriate selections, and everybody appreci- 
ated the point when the guard, with wet feet 
and rufiied tempers, were marched to quarters 
and the fifers of the Ninth struck up the refrain, 
**J Wish I was in Dixie, I Do, I Do,” and fol- 
jowed it up with “ Wait ’Til the Clouds Roll 
By.” 

The regiment and the battalion did not have 
long to wait, for by the time the regularly-ap- 
pointed battalion drill came around the con- 
ditions had changed. Accordingly, the early 
morning drilis were substituted for the ma- 
pouvres by battalion, the latter being reserved 
for the afternoon. 

It was significant of the interest which the 
officers and men of the regiment and the Dat 
talion take in their work that there was not 60 
much as a single murmur against this encroach- 
ment on the recreation period, and the attend- 
ance at the drill of the afternoon was uncom- 
monly large, even the malingerers being 
stimulated to the performance of duty without 
urging. 

Extended order was the programme, and it 


‘was an evidence of the marked advance which 
has been made under the careful oversight of 
the post officials and the officers of the United 
Btates Army who have been overlooking the 
drills, that those gentlemen found but slight oc- 
casion to exercise their authority or to offer 
suggestions to the commissioned officers in 
commana of companies or of platoons, to the 
Bergeants in charge of sections, or to the Corp- 
orals who held the responsible positions of lead- 
ere of squads. 

It was plain that the men who had had the 
benetit of the instruction of the last four days 
had grasped “the idea,” and were equipped in 
consequence to grapple satisfactorily, if not 
altogether wholly successfully, with whatever 
emergency might arise. 

This facility was strikingly exemplified in the 
drills, which took on the character of an “at- 
tack formation” and the manceuvres incident 
to a body of troops engaged in actual conflict. 
There wae no disposition toward nor attempt 
at “fancy” movements. The exercises were 
straightforward to a degree, but sufticient lat- 
itude was nevertheless permitted commanding 
officers to enable them to exercise their inge- 
nuity und to demonstrate what they wero capa- 
ble of accomplishing. 

{jeut. Col. Rand had the regiment, in a bat- 
talion of six companies, subdivided into three 
commands of two companies each, under the 
direction of Major Japba, Capt. Lorigan, and 
Capt. Walton on the north parade. The pro- 
visional battalion, under the command of Capt. 
Yates, manwmuvred on the east parade. Blank 
ammunition, to the number of twenty rounds 
per man, was issued, and then the fun began. 

The battalion was the first to get to work, and 
almost immediately began firing. Some of the 
volleys delivered could not have been improved 
upon, the close upon 300 rifles speaking as one 
aud rivaling in precision the famous volleys 
fired over the tomb of Gen. Grant at Riverside 
Park, upon which the Seventh Regiment so 
highly prides itseif. 

Then came the advances of the several unite 
in the prescribed formations, the development 
of the long, thin lines of skirmishers, the bring- 
ing up of the supports and of the reserves, the 
forward onset in mass, and then the charge and 
the exciting rush of the whole, intent upon 
pweoping every obstacle by the employment of 
* cold steel.”’ 

These movements were several times re- 
peated, each time with greater precision and in- 
creased enthusiasm, and it was only when the 
last round of ammunition had been expended 
that Capt. Yates withdrew bis reluctant troops 
from the field. 

Col. Rand took occasion to try the temper and 
the ability of his command in a “silent” drill 
Yor the space of about half an hour. When 
everything was to his liking, the “outlined 
enemy” in position, and the supporting columns 
availably disposed, he began the “ Battle of 
Seward’s Bluft.”’ 

There were direct attacks and flank attacks; 
now a portion of the line hurled itself against 
the supposititious foe, only to be repulsed; then 
came the reipforcement of the imperiled 
quarter, and again the troops advanced to the 
onset. 

The noise of the conflict was deafening, and 
frequently the contestants were lost to sight in 
the heavy clouds of powder smoke which drifted 
slowly across the field. Finally the bugie gave 
the eagerly-anticipated signal for the “rush,” 
and the men of the Ninth swept everything be- 
fore them. 

50 much space was occupied by the troops in 
these operations in extended order that the im- 
quense stretch of the north parade proved alto- 
gether too circumscribed, and the action ex- 
tended away and beyond the confines of the 
cam), the enthusiastic soldiers wading through 
BWamp and morass and crossing the oreek 
which flanks Battery Hill in their eagerness. 

The operations were gone through with again 
on the return, and Col Seward was quite con- 
tent, on the recall from drill being sounded, that 
the battle named in his honor had been magniti- 
cently won by the men of the Ninth Regiment. 

How the work of the afternoon was viewed 
by professional soldiers was expressed in the 
remark of one of the regular army otticers. 

“ The officers and men of the regiment and of 
the battalion,” he said, “have shown to-day 
that they have reached that stage where they 
could be relied upon to go intoareai action and 
acquit themselves, not only creditably, but with 
the inteliigence of veteran soldiers.” 

To-night’s parade of ceremony was ordered 
to be mounted, as on yesterday. It was pre- 
ceded by a distressing and painful accident. 
Among the oflicers of the regiment scheduled 
to ride with Col Seward was Quartermaster 
Dana B. Pratt, one of the most jovial and popu- 
lar members of the Ninth. Quartermaster Pratt 
had mounted the horse assigned him at his 
quarters, when the beast bolted for the stable. 
The Quartermaster was thrown off at the meses 
hail, and sustained a bad cut on the calf of the 
left leg and a severe strain of the back He is 
suffering chiefly from shock. 

The parade was carried out according to pro- 
gramme, and was an even handsomer ceremony 
than that of the night before, the troops being 
formed in line of battalions, and covering the 
entire extent of the east parade. Here again it 
Was a close atruggle between the regiment and 
the battalion for supremacy, and, although 
Col Sewar’d’s command was braced up to do its 
prettiest, and the companies showed consider- 
able advance on previous performances, the 
separate companies still ‘snowed the way.” 

The reward of long and faithful service was 
bestowed upon one of the officers of the post 
last night. Quartermaster Alexander Barnie, 
Jr., who served in the war with the “ Brooklyn 
Fourteenth ” and has done service in the Na- 
tional Guard for thirty-three yoara, was com- 
missioned Major and Assistant in the Ordnance 
Department and sworn in by the Chief of Ord- 
nance, Brig. Gen. J. M. Varian. It is to the over- 
sight of Major Barnie that the current camp 
owes its present superb condition. 

The Ninth Regiment will be relieved at 3 
o’clock to-morrow afternoon by the Fourteenth 
Regiment, Co). Harry W. Michell, and will land 
at the foot of West Thirty-fourth Street about 7 
o’ clock in the evening.

Broockiyn Public Schools Closed. 

The Brooklyn public-school year ended yes- 
terday and the schools were closed, not to be re- 
opened until Sept. 6. 

The work of the year has been very satis- 
factory. Altogether, 873 pupils were graduated 
from the grammar schools into the High School 
in January end 982 were graduated during the 

ast week, making 1,855 for the year, as against 

745 last year. 

The high school will also contain 27 girls and 
1 boy who were graduated from the Roman 
Catholic parochial schools.

SHRADY WON THEM OVER. 
i - 
CONSULTING BOARD PHYSICIANS AGREE 
NOT TO RESIGN IMMEDIATELY. 


Three of the physicians who etill remain in 
the Medical Consulting Board of the Health De- 
partment met yesterday at the residence of Dr. 
Daniel Stimson, 11 West Seventeenth Street, 
to consider whether they should follow tho 
example of their former colleagues on the board 
and resign. The meeting wasin response toa 
call issued by Dr. Stimson, who is the Chair- 
man of the board, and it was attended by all 
the members who are left with the exception of 
Dr. Richard H. Derby. His reason for not 
being present could not be ascertained. 

The gentlemen who did attend besides Dr. 


&timson were Drs. George F. Shrady and Joseph 
O’Dwyer. They spent two hoursin consulta- 
tion and then decided not to leave the board; at 
least, not at present. Dr. Shrady was mainly 
instrumental ip bringing about this eonclusion. 

Both Drs. Stimson and O’Dwyer were at first 
in favor of doing as Drs. Janeway, Jacobi, 
Prudden, and Smith had done—resign their 
places. Dr. Shrady, however, counseled pa- 
tience. He said that it would be a bad thing 
for the board as well as for the oity to leave the 
work which had been begun under such favor- 
able circumstances four years ago. At that 
time Dr. Bryant, in his capacity as Health 
Commissioner, had sought to bring the Health 
Department into closer connection with the 
profession by organizing the Consulting Board, 
the members of which served without salary. 
The scheme had so far workea admirably, Dr. 
Shrady urged, and he did not thirk that all the 
good done by this movement should be thrown 
away on any account. 

Enough had been done, he said, by the agita- 
tion stirred up over the enforced retirement of 
Dr. Ewing from the head of the Sanitary Bu- 
reau to warn the politicians that they must 
stop where they are and not drag politics into 
the management of such a department of the 
City Government as the Board of Health. Dr. 
Shrady argued that the lesson administered 
would suttice, and that if the entire Oonsulting 
Board went out it would simply mean that they 
would play into the hands of the politicians 
and leave the interests of the people entirely 
unprotected. The politicians could then 
fill up the Consulting Board as well as 
the other bureaus with incompetents who 
hada“ pull.’ As it was now, if they remained, 
it would serve as a check, and the vacancies on 
the board would be filled by the appointment 
of men whose position in the medical world 
would make them acceptable as fellow-mem- 
bers. 

Dra. Stimson and O’Dwyer failed for some 
time to appreciate the force of this reasoning, 
but finally Dr. Shrady sueceeded in convincing 
them, and they agreed to refrain from tender- 
ing their resignations. It was also resolved not 
to offer names for appointment to vacancies in 
the board until the next regular annual meet- 


ing. 

Fon before the meeting a reporter of THE 
TIMES saw Dr. Ewing at his residence, in West 
Fifty-eighth Street. The doctor said that he 
had no idea what actionthe menin the Con- 
sulting Board would take regarding his case. 
He added, however: 

“TI don’t expect to hear of Dr. Shrady’s re- 
signing. He hasason who isa Sanitary In- 
spector in the department, and in view of that 
it would be the most absurd thing in the world 
to antagonize the powers that be by turning 
against them. As for my position, I am through 
with the matter. President Wilson has done or 
said nothing that would show him up in any 
leas unfavorable light than he bas been shown 
upin. He maintains that I am wrong in my 
version of our interview. If Iam, it seems to 
me avery simple matterto set me right. Let 
him tell what took place in his own way.” 





A LIFELONG MISSIONARY. 


—- < 
ANNIVERSARY SERVICE TO CELEBRATE 
DR. LANPHIER’S GOOD WORK. 


Thirty-five years ago yesterday Jeremiah C. 
Lanphier began his work asa city missionary, 
receiving his authority from the old North 
Dutch Church, which was founded in 1769 for 
English preaching by the mother Collegiate 
Chureh, whioh is the oldest religious congrega- 
tion on Manhattan Island, having been founded 
away back in 1628, just about the time of the 
first settlement of Nieuw Amsterdam. 

On July 1, 1857, Dr. Lanphier began his 
missionary work, and on Sept. 23 of the same 
year he opened the Fulton Street daily noon 


prayer meeting, which has maintained its use- 
tulness ever since. Six days in every week, 
from noon until 1 o'clock, this meeting room 
is open at 113 Fulton Street, and at every meet- 
ing from scores to hundreds of mep and women 
go there to rest and pray. Yesterday’s meetin 
Was made a special anniversary celebration o 
Dr. Lanphier’s work as founder of the meeting, 
and a large number of clergymen and laymen 
met to take partin the simple services and to 
congratulate the venerable missionary. 

The chapel is on the second story of a business 
building, and has a seating capacity for 5v0 
persons. Upon the wall bebind the simple plat- 
form and elsewhere about the room are paint- 
ed the sentences, ‘‘In God We Trust,” ** Looking 
Unto Jesus,” * With Christ in the School of 
Prayer,” and “Jesus Only.’’ Two photographs 
of Dr. Chambers also adorn the walls. On 
either side of the platform are the words, 
“ Peniel”’ and “ Bethel.” Two little tables be- 
side the reading desk yesterday held tall bunch- 
es of magnificent Mermet roses. 

The services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
Talbot W. Chambers, LL. D., the minister of 
the Collegiate Middle Church, whose old church 
edifice in Lafayette Place has just disappeared. 

Dr. Lanphier made an address reviewing incl- 
dents in his work during the last thirty-five 
years, and prayers were offered by the Rev. 
Charles Earle, the Rev. James Huggins, and 
Mr. Stoughton. An anniversary hymn, written 
by W. Harrison Horner, was sung, besides oth- 
ers from the hymnal regularly used at the 
meeting. 

Only two women were to be seen at yester- 
day’s ager and both were young, while the 
majority of the men appeared to be past sixty 
years of age. The prayers were fervent and 
accented by the frequent ejaculations of othor 
men in the congregation, who sat with bowed 
heads. A written request for prayer was re- 
eelved from a& young woman, and the prayer 
offered was earnest and followed by a hearty 
‘*Amen!” 

Some of the men appeared to have prospered 
in the concerns of this world; others were shab- 
bily dressed, and let their white beards grow 
long and shaggy. The singing was very harmo- 
nious and of full volume. The tunes were the 
simple old ones, and some of the singers em- 
ployed the old-fashioned quaver in striking the 
notes. The effect of the whole was that of 
singing in unison, though now and then a man 
Bang a part. 

At the close of the services many men came 
and shook Dr. Lanphier’s hand warmly, and 
blessed him and wished him godspeed in the 
future. Among the congregation were the 
Rey. Dr. Haskell, the Rev. Dr. Pike of Pliain- 
field, the Rev. Dr. Benedict, the Rev. Dr. Par- 
selle, the kev. Dr. Van Buskirk, and the Rey. 
Prof. Arnold of 8t. Mark’s.

CASE AGAINST ANOTHER BROOKLYN

Once again the Kings County Grand Jury has 
refused to indict men charged with running a 
poolroom in violation oflaw. The oase against 
James Lawlor, one of the men arrested in oon- 
nection with the Johnston pooiroom, at 353 
Fulton Street, was dismissed yesterday. 
The dismissal was handed up to Judge Moore 
yesterday, with a bundle of papers, and the jury 
was discharged. There was no explanation of 
the refusal to indict Lawlor. 
Lawlor was arrested on June 7 for aoeng & 
ticket to Patrolman Balfe and was taken be- 
fore Judge Cullen on a writ of habeas corpus. 
He was held in $2,000 bail forthe Grand Jury. 
District Attorney Ridgway refused absolutely 
yesterday to discuss this case or toexplain wh 

awlor had not been indicted. The Gran 
Jurors also refused to talk, claiming they were 
not at liberty to divulge what took place in the 
Grand Jury room. 

The poolroom was at once reopened and did a 
good business all day, most of the patrons being 
boys. Manager Rand said he proposed to keep 
the place running as long as possible. 

Police Captain Campbell and Inspector Mac- 
keliar had a long conference yesterday about 
this poolroom, but all the latter would say was 
that he intended to enforce the law irreapeatize 
ot what the Grand Jury might do.

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LAWYER PESHALL FOILED

SEVEN MORE BALLOT-BOX STUFF- 
ERS GO TO PRISON. 


JUDGE LIPPINCOTT UNDETERRED BY 
AN ORDER OBTAINED FROM JUDGE 
GREEN-—THE STORY OF AN AMAZ- 
ING POLITICAL CONSPIRACY. 


The last of the convicted Jersey City ballot- 
box stuffers—Hart, Fallon, Moeschell, Derancy, 
Mulrain, Kennedy, and Miller—were yesterday 
as unceremoniously sent to the State prison at 
Trenton as were their partners in rascality on 


Tuesday last. 

At 11 o’clock Sheriff McPhillips came into the 
Hudson County Court in Jersoy City followed 
by five of the men in charge of constables. No 
sooner had the men been seated than Judge 
Lippincott said: 

“The Sheriffis to take these men to State 
prison as soon as possible. He is instructed 
not to take any notice on his way of any paper 
onthe train [meaning any writ which Lawyer 
Peshall might present to him.) 

“The prisoners will be conveyed to the sta- 
tion in the horse cars. The court wants it un- 
derstood that it has no feeling in this matter 
exceptits desire of disposing of the prisoners 
now on hand.” 

At this juncture James F. Gannon, who is 
surety for Mulrain, asked to be relieved of his 
bond, as he was desirous of surrendering his 
man. 

Constables were at once sent to the jail, re- 
turning in a few minutes with Mulrain and 
Derancy. Judge Lippincott instructed the 
Sheriff as to them as he had concerning the 
other five, and preparations began at once to 
take the men to the station. 

Presently a cab dashed up to the Cotirt House, 


and from it alighted Lawyer Charles J. Peshall, 
who, after heartily shaking hands with “ Bob” 
Davis, said with a great deal of importance and 
all in the same breath: 

“They'll not go to prison to-day, for I have 
something here that stops them. Where is the 
Sheriff? ” 

The Sheriff was hastily summoned, and with 

leased faces Peshall, the Sneriff, and ** Bob” 

avis proceeded to the courtroom, where sat 
Judge Lippincott as calm as though nothing un- 
usual was going on. 

The Judge looked at Peshall’s document, and 
turning to the Sheriffsaid: “The Sheriff will 
proceed at once to State prison with these pris- 
oners.”” 

And the Sheriff proceeded to do as he was 
told without further ado. 

The document served on the Sheriff by 
Peshall, signed hy Judge Green of Trenton, in- 
structs Sheriff McPhillips to appear in the 
United States Supreme Court, in Washington, 
on Aug. 1, as respondent in an appeal of James 
Hart, to show cause why the judgment ren- 
dered against the appollant “should not be cor- 
rected and why speedy justice should not be 
done to the parties in that behalf.’”’ 

The crime for which these men have been 
finally lodged in prison is probably the most 
daring political conspiracy on record. 

It was in the Fall of 1889 when their nefar!i- 
ous scheme was putinto execution. Embold- 
ened by former successes, but at the same time 
conscious how narrow their majorities at the 
preceding election nad been, the Hudson 
ringsters determined at all hazards in this 
Gubernatorial year to keep their grip on the 
ee purse strings, which they have con- 

inued todo till they have brought both city 
and county to the verge of bankruptcy, while 
they themselves have fattened and grown rich 
at the public orib. 

The conspiracy conceived they carried it into 
execution, and when the votes were counted 
after that eventful November election day, the 
announcement was made with a great fiourish 
of trumpets that Leon Abbett had received in 
Hudson County the abnormal majority of 
18,515, which was juat about the sum total of 
his majority in the State. 

The size of the majority and the general 
knowledge that the election was in tho hands of 
a band of conscienceless schemers led the Re- 

ublican Senate the following Winter to put an 

nvestigating committee at work to ferret out 
the fraud, and Senator Gardner was made 
Chairman of the committee. The question of 
defraying the expense arose. The Assembly 
was Democratic and declared that if such an in- 
vestigation was to be set on foot, those who took 
it upon themselves would have to pay the shot. 

Nothing daunted, however, the senate com- 
mittee got to work in the following April and 
sat continuously for several months, and when 
it had concluded its labors the whole of, the 
base conspiracy had been laid bare. 

The ballot boxes had been stuffed with the 
famous “ joker”’ ballots, the registry lists had 
been padded with the names of dead men and 
men who had never had any existence, and re- 
peaters without number had been marched to 
the polls. Public opinion became aroused, with- 
out respect to party affiliations, and demanded 
that the rascals who had so ruthlessly outraged 
the franchises of the people should be brought 
to justice. “ Bob” Davis, had been elected 
Sheriff, and had been a direct beneficiary of the 
conspiracy. Of course, he was not going to 
start right in and have thees tools of his sent to 

rison. So Grand Juries were packed in the 

nterest of the conspirators, and several of 
them refused to indict. 

Finally a Grand Jury wae selected, on which 
were put several men who were known to be 
not averse to indicting the men; but they were 
in the minority. These gentlemen urged per- 
sistently that the conspirators be indicted, and 
when those in the body who were the men’s 
friends were satistied that, even if indicted, the 
men could never be convicted of conspiracy, a 
bill of indictment was presented against sixty- 
four election officers. 

But they reckoned without their host. They 
had counted on the men being tried by jurors se- 
lected from ‘* Bob”? Davis’sa petit panel. In- 
stead of this, however, Judge Lippincott di- 
rected that the trials shouid be by struck — 
This brought into the jury box the best citizens 
of the county. The men were tried in batches 
of four, and at each trial the evidence was so Ir- 
resistible against them that their conviction 
Was a necessary consequence. The trials con- 
tinued until all those who have been finally 
lodged in prison were convicted. An appeal 
having been taken in the case of Derancy, Fal- 
lon, Hart, and Moschell to the Supreme Court 
as a test case, all the convicted men were ad- 
mitted to bail. The Supreme Court having sus- 
tained the conviction, the case was carried to 
the Court of Errors and Appeals, with the same 
result, all the men still remaining out on bail. 

The Court of Errors having sustained the con- 
victions, there was nothing left for Judge Lip- 
pincott to do but see that the men were dis- 

atched to their destination, altaough he might 
cave allowed the men to linger in jail ten days 
before going to State prison in order that Law- 
yer Peshall may have patched or trumped up 
an moe to the United States courts, which 
yesterday’s proceedings show he has so igno- 
miniously failed to do. 

Now that the men are in prison it is believed 
that no power but the Court of Pardons can 
save them from serving out their sentences. 

There is one of the convicted men, Stumpf, 
whose case, carried up on appeal by Warren 
Dixon on the — that the verdict was 
against the weight of evidence, has not yet 
been decided by the higher courts, and Stumpf 
is out on bail pending a decision. 

Peshall’s appeal to the United States courts 
wasin behalf only of Moscheil, Hart, and Fal- 
lon, Derancy not having signed the petition for 
the appeal. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 1.—The arrival of seven 
more ofthe Jersey City ballot-box stuffers at 
the State prison created considerable confusion 
there this afternoon. The men were not all ex- 


peoted, after the appeal to the Supreme Court 
secured by Lawyer Peshall. 

Peshall came with the group, and tried to im- 
press upon Head Keeper Patterson that he had 
no right to receive his three clients, Moschell, 
Hart, and Fallon, because they were under the 
control of the United States Court, and that, if 
he did so, he stood in contempt of the court. 

Keeper Patterson said he would accept the 
commitments, and would disregard any writs 
from the United States Courts. 

Lawyer Peshall says he will not return to Jer- 
sey City until he takes his clients with him. 
He is tirmly convinced, he declares, that Judge 
Lippincott and Sheriff McPhillips can be pun- 
ished for contempt of court. 6 is preparing 
new applications for his clients, to present to 
Judge Greene, asking for writs of habeas 
corpus. He contends that the Judge haa no 
rigit to move them from the custody of the 
Hudson County jailor, and that they must re- 
main where the appeal notice overtakes them 
until final judgment is passed. 

It is doubtful whether anything more can be 
done until Tuesday, because to-morrow is a 
half-holiday and Monday a legal holiday. Pesh- 
all declares that he will bring suit against Mc- 
Phillips for $10,000 damages for each of his 
clients, for false imprisonment, and will move 
to have Judge Lippincott punished for con- 
tempt. He will move ageinst them at once be- 
fore one of the United States Supreme Court 
Judges.

BOODY DIDN’T STATE THE 
_.-+~»_ 

HIS PRETENSE REGARDING ELEVATED 
ROAD TAXES BETRAYED. 


The letter from W.N. Cohen, published in 
yesterday’s TIMES, protesting against the as- 
sessed values put on the elevated railroads, and 
claiming that Judge Pratt’s decision had set- 
tled the future valuations at $170,000 a mile, 
has revived an old scandal and has put Mayor 
David A. Boody in a very unenviable position. 

When the deal with these roads was rushed 
through on May 26, and the city agreed to take 
$382,000in settlement of arrears aggregating 
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$1,300,000, Mayor Boody thought it sary 
to explain why he bad agreed to receive such 
@ ridiculously small sum, and he did so by stat- 
ing that the future valuation had been tixed at 
$200,000 a mile, and that the companies had 
agreed not to contest that figure. 

William J. Gaynor, who took up this elevated 
tax case for William Ziegler, Joseph J. O’Dono- 
hue, and other taxpayers after Tue Tres had 


disclosed what a fraud was about to be perpe- 
trated, took occasion at that time to state that 
Mayor Boody was secking refuge behind an un- 
truth, but the Mayor flatly contradicted him. 

Now Mr. Cohen’s letter shows that Mayor 
Boody was mistuken, to put it mildly, and that 
the roads ngver agreed to accept a valuation of 
$200,000 a’mile, as he said they had, but that 
they were going to insist upon a valuation of 
a> $170,000 a mile. 

ayor Boody was out of town yesterday on 
his vacation, but Mr. Gaynor was in the city 
and was prepared to make a statement that 
tells the story in a nutshell. 

After stating that he had read Mr. Cohen's 
letter, he said: 

“This does sound ey in view of Mayor 
Boody’s public statement through the press on May 
81 that the matter had been setiled by agreement 
with the companies that the future valuation should 
be $200,000 a mile, doesn’t it! I was obliged to 
state publicly that Mayor Boody’s statement was 
untrue. He madeitonly in a vain effort to justify 
himself in agreeing to accept $382,000 in full pay- 
ment of the arrears of taxes which the companies 
owed, and in settlement of which they had agreed to 

ay over @500,000 asa result of the conferences in 
mn Mayor’s office between Mr. O’ Donohue, Mr. Zieg- 
ler, and myself on one side and the representative of 
the companies on the other. 

“ But no one ever yet escaped over the broad high- 
way of falsehood, filled with pitene as it is, and, 
though I was contradicted point blank by the Mayor, 
I remained silent, as 1 knew that very soon time 
would fully expose not only the falsehood of the 
Mayor, but the way in which he had betrayed the 
people of Brooklyn. 

“It seems tome high time that the Grand Jury 
take this business of the elevated railroad taxes in 
hand. The ee that the companies be valued 
at only $170,000 a mile is an outrage. In the con- 
ferences we insisted on $250,000 a mile, at least, but 
it was plain that a bargain had already been made 
with the companies, and it was equally plain on 
which side Mayor Boody would be found. The ques- 
tion of valuations was then pending before a reieree 
appointed by the Supreme Court. 

“Atone of the conferences I asked, for my side, 
that we might go before the referee and produce evi- 
dence showing the cost and value of the structures. 
The Mayor agreed to it with aeqerens delight and 
agreed to notify us when we could be heard. 

* But no notice was given tous. On the contrary, 
it was suddenly announced on May 26 that the hear- 
ing had been closed, an agreement made with the 
companies, and that they had, post haste, paid $382,- 
000 into the Registrar of Arrears’ office in full pay- 
ment of arrears, aggregating, with interest, about 
$1,300,000. 

“smarting under such a deception and betrayal, 
we could not have done less than oall public atten- 
tion to the way in which we had been deceived. The 
Mayor could not deny that it was agreed that we 
should be heard, nor could he deny that the hearing 
had not been given to us. 

“ He, therefore, resorted to the statement that a 
settlement had been made on the terms stood out for 
by my side, and that, therefore, we did not needa 
hearing. Limmediately asked two of the Assessors 
if it was true, as stated by the Mayor, that the future 
valuations of the structures and street rights of the 
companies had been agreed upon, and if the figure 
was that proposed by my side. They assured me 
that no agreement whatever had been reached. [ 
was nota bitsurprised. | have bided my time, and 
now every one knows where the truth lies. 

«The statement that the Supreme Court fixed the 
valuations is untrue. There was no trial whatever. 
Certain judgment were entered on consent. The 
whole case of the city was givenaway. but even if 
the valuations of the structures had been fixed at 
$170,000 a mile, what of the real estate righta of the 
companies in the streets! The so-called ge ge 
does not pata valine on this. It ia certainly at the 
least worth $100,000 a mile, so that the total val- 
nations for taxation cannot be less than $270,000 a 
mile.”

CANADIAN CANAL TOLLS 


VERY UNSATISFACTORY ANSWER 
FROM THE DOMINION. 


THE PRESIDENT’S DECISION AS TO A VIO- 
LATION OF TREATY RIGHTS CON- 
FIRMED—MR. HERBERT'S STATEMENT 
—COMMENTS OF SECRETARY FOSTER. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Tke President to-day 
sent the following messuge to the Senate: 

For the information of the Serate, and in further 
response to the resolution of the Senate of Feb. 24 
last, I transmit herewith a communication of the 
24th inst. from Mr. Herbert, the acting representa- 
tive of the British Government at this capital, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Wharton, Acting Secretary of State, 
upon the subject of the Canadian canal tolls; also, a 
memorandum prepared and submitted to me by Mr. 
Adee, Second Qestacant secretary of State, review- 
ing the communication of Mr. Herbert, and a letter 
of the 28th inst. trom Mr. John W. Foster, who, as I 
have previously stated, with Mr. Blaine, represent- 
ed this Government in the conferencos with the Ca- 
nadian Commissioners. ‘ 

‘The ase - taken by this Government, as ex- 
prossed in my previous communivation to the Sen- 
ate, that the canal tolls and regulations of which 
complaint has been made are in violati of our 
treaty with Great Britain, is not shaken, but rather 
confirmed. There can be no doubt that a serious dis- 
crimination against our citizens and our commerce 
exists, and quite as little donbt that this discrimina- 
tion is not the incident but the purpose of the Cana- 
dian regulations. It has not seemed to me that this 
was a Case in which we could yield to the suggestion 
offurther concessions on the part of the United 
States with a view to securing treaty rights for 
which a consideration has already been given.

Mr. Herbert, in his letter, transmits the ob- 
servations of the Canadian Government in 
answer to the memorials from the Lake Car- 
Tiers’ Association, complaining of alleged dis- 
crimination. The Canadian Government de- 
clares that the statements contained in the 
memorial are inaccurate as to figures as well as 
inconclusive in the deductions drawn from 
them. Figures are given to make good this con- 
tention. ‘he order in Council of April4 last is 
recited, and itis held thatits effect is to fix the 


=e of tolls without distinction as to nation- 
ality. 

It is admitted that the Canadian Government 
seeks to influence certain trattic to pass down 
the 8t. Lawrence to Montreul, butin the induce- 
ments thus held out there is no distinotion made 
as respects the payments for the use of canals 
between the vessels of the United States and its 
Own, 80 that the ead contemplated by the 
treaty ia preserve 

While, therefore, the Canadian Government is 
unable to admit that any discrimination in the 
use of the Canadian canals is made against 
United States vessels by the terms of the order 
in Council, it maintains that, evenif the fact 
that transshipment is contined to a Canadian 
port could be construed as constituting such 
discrimination, the penalty agreed upon by the 
United States and Great Britain in such an 
event has already been exacted by the Ugited 
States. 

The letter expresses the desire of the Domin- 
jon to maintain friendly relations with this 
Government, and says that the Government is 
willing to meet our views so far as is consistent 
with the Dominion's position and with the ipter- 
ests of its people. With a view to the further- 
ance of a good understanding between the two 
countries, the following arrangement is submit- 
ted: 


“That, as regards the navigation of the Welland 
and St. Lawrence Canals, the imposition of tolls and 
the granting of rebates thereon, the same treatment 
will be accorded to citizens of the United States as is 
given to the subjects of her Majesty, without regard 
to ports of transshipment or export, and that the 
United States will continue to deal in like manuer 
with the —— ofher britannic Majesty in the 
use of the existing Sault Ste. Marie Canal, That the 
pean geen of Article XXX. of the treaty of Wash- 
ngton granting carrying powers to vessels belong- 
ing to the subjects of her Britannic Majesty, as de- 
scribed in that article, be restored.” 


Mr. Adee, the Second Assistant Secretary of 
State, ina long memorandum prepared for the 
Secretary of State, reviews in detail the state- 
ments and opinions of the Canadian Govern- 
ment as transmitted by Mr. Herbert. He says 
that Mr. Herbert dealt only with the statements 
in regard to discrimiuating tolls in the Welland 
and &t. Lawrence Canals, while the report pre- 
pared by Solicitor Partridge of the State De- 
partment dealt more methodically with the 
question of the nature and effect of the dis- 
criminations. 

The rebates of canal tolls, Mr. Adee says, are 
merely an instrument to favor the export trade 
from Canadian ports. He further contends that, 
if the object were to favor the use of Canadian 
canals and it were carried out impartially, citi- 
zeus of the United States would have little or 
no cause to complain. Moreover, says Mr. 
Adee, the defense of the Canadian Government 
is confined to alleging that no discrimination in 
factis made between Canadian and United States 
vessels carrying the favored cargoes through 
the canals, and that the order does favor and is 
intended to favor Canadians at the expense of 
our citizens. Concluding, Mr. Adee says: 


* Regarded asa whole, the Canadian reply fails to 
meet the justcomplaints of the United states. It 
narrows the issue to the treatment of American and 
Canadian vessels in respect of tolls in the Welland 
and st. Lawrence Canals ani to the denial of rebate 
to cargoes of grain stuifs actually transshipped in an 
American port for export from Montreal or @ port 
east of that city. 

*Itignores the adroitly-devised system by which 
the trattic of citizens of the United States is made to 
contribute a much larger percentage of tolls in the 
Welland Canali taan the tratiic of Canadians. And 
it is altogether silent tonching the discrimination, 
introduced into this season's Order in Council, with- 
holding the export rebate from cargves coming from 
-— part on the United States shore of Lake Un- 
tario.’’ 

Secretary Foster's letter to the President is as 
follows: 


‘* Referring to the report which I submitted to you 
on the 6th inst. of the conference which was had at 
the Department of State on the 3dand 4th inst, at 
which there were present the Hon. Mackenzie Bow- 
ell and the Hon. George E. Foster on the part of the 
Cauadian Goverument, aud the then Secretary of 
State and the undersigned on the part of the United 
States, I desire to add the following statement: 

“ During the conference on the 4th inat,, the Cana- 
dian Commission suggested, in a tentative way, but 
without any formal offer of the same as a detinite 
proposition, thatan adjustment of the question as to 
canal tolls might be reached by the abolition of all 
rebates on the Welland and St. Lawrence Canals, on 
condition that an assurance be given that the con- 
tinued free use of the Saulte Ste. Maric Canal would 
be assured to British subjects and vessels, and that 
— XXX. of the treaty of 1871 be revived in full 
effect, 

The suggestion was discussed at some length, and 
the position was maintained on the part of the repre- 
sentatives of the United States that the stipulations 
of Article XX VII. were in no wise modified by the 
termination of Article X XX. after ten years and upon 
two years’ notice, and that the obligations of Great 
Britain under Article XXVII. were just as 
binding now as they were before the ter- 
mination of Article XXX. It was further stated 
that while the proposition fur the revival 
ot Article XXX. was one which the Executive 
would regard as @ proper subject for reference to 
Congress, it was not one which commended itself to 
the —— of the United States as ajust and 
satisfactory settlement of the question of the canal 
tolls discrimination.”

The Brooklyn Republican politicians who 
have been fighting one another steadily for five 
years are engaged just now in another wrangle, 
and the lines of battle are drawn on the old Na 
than and anti-Nathan basis. 

Ernst Nathan, who is very closely related, 
politically, to certain Democratic leaders, was 
able toinduce the Aldermen at a recent meet- 
ing to alter the boundary of his ward, the 
Twenty-third, by annexing to it a large section 
of the Twenty-fifth Ward, containing about 
3,000 voters, of whom 2,000 are Republicans. 

In this way Nathan is able to control enough 
votes to name the candidate in his Assembly 
district, and, with the help of the Twenty-first 
Ward, to name the candidate in his Senatorial 
district. 

This practically makes him boss of the party 
in Kings County, and the anti-Nathan forces are 
beginning to grumble. United States District 


Attorney Jesse Johnson took the initiative yes- 
terday and lodged a formal protest against the 
change with Acting Mayor Coffey. It wasin 
the form of a letter asking for a chance to be 
heard before the resolution was signed. 

After stating what had been done, Mr. John- 
son continues: 


“On examining the records I find that the change 
in these two wards was not in the resolutions as 
originally introduced, but was added as an amend- 
mony by an Alderman residing in the I'wenty-third 

ra. 

“So far as known there was no demand from the 
citizens of either of those wards for this change in 
their ward boundaries, and the moving of the resolu- 
ba ~ the first notice that such a change was pro- 

osed.”’ 


The only explanation, he continues, given in 
heed gad press is the desire “ to give the Twen- 
ty-third Ward the preponderance in the Assem- 
bly Convention, and consequently the power, if 
they so insist, to name the Republican candi- 
date for Assembly in what, it is stated, will be 
one of the two Republican districts of Kings 
County.” He adds: 

“If the precedent is once set of changing ward 
boundaries for such @ purpose, no limit can be set 
to the changes that may be made. But certainly it 
cannot be that officers of the city, elected by the 
voters of one party, will knowingly interfere with 
the internal management of the affairs of the other 
and opposing party. If that resolution is allowed to 
stand, it is liable to bring the imputation that the 
officials of the party dominant in this city, to the ex- 
tent of open and oificial action, favor one of the fac- 
tions into which the other party is unfortunately 
divided. The reproach of such an imputation would 
be mutual.” . 


Acting Mayor Coffey agreed to hear Mr. Jobn- 
gon on Wednesday. 


CABLE CARS. 





THE NEW 


A SAMPLE ONE PUT ON THE RAILS— 
ONE BAD FEATURE. 


The first sample of the cable car to be used on 
Broadway when the cable is in operation left 
the station, Fiftieth Street and Seventh Avenue, 
at9:43 o’clock yesterday morning. President 
John D. Crimmins, Superintendent H. A. 
Newell, and a number of guests were on board. 

The car, which is numbered “1” and was 
drawn by two horses, went over the full route, 
but at Houston Street the party on board were 
treated to asevere jolt. The guard which sur- 
rounds the bottom of the car on a level with the 
axles had come in contact with a plank on the 
side of the rail. The guard was broken, but the 
plank was removed and the car went onits way. 

The old cars were only 25 feet long. The new 
ones are 30 feet 6 inches long und are much 
wider than the old ones. The aisle is 3 feet 
wide and the seating capacity 32. 

The oars were built by John Stevenson, at a 
cost of $1,500 each, and weigh 8,000 pounds. 
They are of white ash, finished in maple, and 
have automatic sliding doors. On the platforms, 
which are much longer than on the old cars, 
there are guard gates on the left side. 

Taken as a whole, the cars are very comfort 
able, with but one bad feature. When two of 
them—one going up and the other down town— 
pass each other there is scarcely the distance of 
one foot betweenthem. The distance between 
the old cars is very small, and aman of ordinary 
girth can atand between them only with great 
difficulty, but between the new ones he would 
have no chance at all if forced to stand be- 
tween the rails when the street is crowded 
with trucks. It is possible that this will cause 
some serious accidents on Broadway unless the 
man of the future is as thin as a rail. 

Car No. 1 will make two trips daily until the 
cable is put in operation, which the management 
expect will be some time in November,
